WAsiii.NnTOK, Jan. 28.— The President 
to-day Bent a meaaage to ooDgresa on the 
financial aituation. Ho eaya : 

" In my laat annual inoeaago I recom- 
mended to the seriouB consideration of con- 
gress our national fiaancea. This plan baa 
not boon approved by oongresa. I am con- 
vinced that its reception by conHreea and 
our proeont advanced state of financial per- 
plexity neooeoitates additional or diirerent 
li'giilatiou. With natural resourccQ un- 
limited, our pi-ogresD should not be checked 
by a false tiuan(ji:il poiioy. Therefore no 
ono tlnuld fail to soe a patriotio duty in 
honeotly (ind sincerely attempting to relievo 
tho situation untramoUed by the prejudice 
of partizioahlp." 

The President says that the real trouble 
that confronts the government la the main- 
tenance of its gold reserve, and he adds : 

" The only way left open to the govern- 
ment for protittring gold is by tbe inane and 
sale of Uuited States bonds." 

Continuioi;, he says !■ " The mout danger- 
ous and irritating feature of tlie situation 
remains to be mentioned. It in found in 
the moans by which the trcRsury is deupoilod 
of the gold thus obt'iiuod without cancelling 
a single gi.vtrcmont obligation, and eolely 
for the benoUt of ihoso who find profit la 
shipping it abroad or whoso fears induce 
them to hoard it at heme." 

Referring to tho outetanding currency 
notes of tli2 govornmeut, for which gold 
muy 'oo duniandi'd, ho says under tho law 
these noto3 are ro-iaiiued when rodoemod, 
and although more than three hundred mil 
lions in these notcn havo already been re- 
deem(>d, they are all still outstanding. He 
holda that the honor of tho country and its 
Boh-enoy demand that, aullioient gold bo ac 
cumulated to moot eonio thirteen millions of 
treasury noiea and bonds falling duo in tho 
years 191)4 and 1907. Ho deolaroa that 
while ho ia not unfriendly to ailver he la un- 
willing to soe gold entirely banished. He 
aaya thu secretary of tlie treasury ahould ba 
authorized to issue bonda of the govern 
nient for tho purpose of aeonring and 
maintaining a sufficient gold reserve and 
to redeem the notes issued for the purohaae 
of silver under the law of July 14, 18&0. 
He suggests that the bonds be iuucd in de- 
nominations of twenty Mid fifty dollars and 
their multiples and bear interest not exceed- 
ing throe per cent, per annum, payable fi:ty 
years from their date. These bonda, ho 
aays, ifoder existing lavra, could bo dopoaited 
by national bacltfl as security for circulation 
up to their faoe 'valae. He doclaroa that 
the national banks should not be allowed to 
take oat oironlatiog notes of leas denomin- 
ation than ten dollars and ailver cer- 
tificates of tho denomination of ton 
doiiara and upwards ahould be replaced 
by certificates of denominations under ton 
dollars. Tho dntiea on Imports, he thinks, 
ahould bo paid in.gold in order to ma.ntain 
a reasonable supply in tho treasury, to be 
paid in any other form of money. Ho con- 
cludes by declaring his reluctance to issuing 
more bonds under the present circumatancea 
and with no bettor rceulta than havo lately 
followed that coureo, but ho aays ho ia 
anxious to co operate witli tho preaent con- 
gress in any reauoniiblo moaaure of relief 
which will improve the aituation and check 
the Buapicion of our diainclinatiou or dis- 
aloiiity to nieot with tho strictest honor 
ovary national obligation. 

The measago having boon road Mr.

Thomaa fearing that the wood yard in con- 
nection with it would compete againat the 
men making their living that way now. Aid.

Queen was down on 
anything aaving of tho soup kitchen. 

An ofier hos been received from the Van- 
couver Electric Light Co. to light the city 
on a soven-year contract at 'ilh cents per 
night per lamp for 175 lamps. 

A delegation conaieting of the Mayor, 
Aid. Collins, MnCraney and Gallagher and 
other mombors to be oiiosen by the Mayor 
will go to Victoria to wait on the govern- 
ment and legialature in oppoaition to the 
proposed amendmenta to the oity charter re* 
quiring the city to indemnify tbe gaa, eleo- 
trio light and other corporations before em- 
barking in similar undertakings.

The twonty-third annual annunl mooting 
of the British Columbia Bonevolont Sooioty 
WM held yeatorday afternoon in Pioneer 
hM, bboie preaent being ex- Preeidont T. J. 
BartOi In the o:h»ir, and Metars. W. H. 
Mason, 0. 8. Rauel), Beaamont Boggt, 
Alex. Wilson, Gapts. J. D Warren, Wm. 6.

In J tnmry unil Ft bruary <f tliu p-.ut your 
you will r.) oUoct; tbo uold snap, tho dearth 
of work uiid tno hirgo number of pooplu in 
distress who needed rilitf The citizens of 
Victoria huviog hud tho matter brought 
moHL forcibly to tneir attention, called pub 
Ho meotingB, adopted w.iya und rnoanp, and 
appointed a oitiz^,;a' f.liut tonimittoo who, in j 
concert with our ;ocitiy, uclnl with com ' 
moodab.le prompiiiud-', und with the aid if 
many generous uubacripiiouB collected 
through tho valuable udvouuoy of tho presu 
of Viotoriu, relieved tho pressing DecBBaitieu 
of tho Doedy. Thd said oammittee also made 
a strong appeal to tho mayor and city cor- 
poration, and the mayor entering into the 
spirit and justice of the appeal, called the 
aldormon together and an appropriation of 
$2,0U0 wHi! at once passed to give temporary 
work to tho unemployed men. It was u 
most happy ciroumstanoe that these meag- 
ores were oirried one promptly, with but 
trifling expense, theroi^ helping the sooiety 
to tide over the winter and to have the 
grateful satibfitotion of knowing that no ono 
who needed hulp had been left unaided. 
Januiiry and Ftbruary wore in consequence 
heavy moniha, S831.U5 being tho amount of 
ouah cxpouded for relief during that bhort 
time— bobidea large ()iiantitit8 of clothing 
donated by tho public boiug diatributeti. 

In March wo had a sec buck in tho failure 
of Meaare. Green, Worlock'u bunk, where 
?-tOO of tho Bocioty'a money was lodged, but 
wo soon received aid iu support of our 
funds from a number of ladies who, with 
ready aympathy as boou ub our aco was 
made known to them, ht Id, at our r. quest, a 
meeting aud instituted a thorough CAnvas 
by whif.h they succeeded in getting a sum 
equal to that, tied up in tho eHtato of Green, 
Worlook & Co. I need not say how thank- 
ful wo wore for this aid whon I tell you thit 
it aaved tho society from coming to a stop 
for ivant of funds and enabled ua to get 
through the year. 

Thti total subscriptions, donations and 
recoipta from all aourcea ia $2,086, aud the 
amount expended for relief $1,774, both 
being tho largest income and outgoing that 
the sooiety has ever had. 

The expenses of printing, advertising and 
other minor matters have been larger than 
nsaal in oonseqnenoe of the extra measures 
that have been fonnd neoessary to raise 
fands. 

There ia, however, a balance of $387 62 to 
commence the year 1895, and 1 am grateful 
and happy to say no debts. 

Now about the sohool obildren's dona- 
tions. Abont a week before last Christmas 
a snggestion was made in the press that a 
similar action to the preceding year might 
be repeated by the scholars at the public 
schools by each one bringing something to 
their respective schoola towards making up 
a stock of provisions and other necessaries 
for the poor. This was at once responded 
to not only by tho public schools, but pri- 
vate schools, and by twenty-four hours a 
free grocery store was ealabliahod on (iov- 
ernmont street, where everything from 
washinc; blun to choice Bohoa and Premier 
Star hams were in atock ; it took three days 
to assort the varioua commodities and dis- 
tribute them iu lots suitable to tho rctjuire- 
inentB of the various bcnc-ficiuries. 

While much might bo said and written 
about tho work of the society during the 
year 1894, I kiio-.v you will thank nio most 
for brevity and will thoreforo conclude by 
thanking thoBO who havo in any v,-ay ccnlri- 
butcd towards furthering the obj'jols of tho 
society. My sincero thanks are also duo to 
the vioa-preaidoat, gentlemen of tho reliil 
CDminittoe, and secretary-treasurer, for 
their valuable assiatanoe ; also to tho ladies 
whoto hojrty aid asaitttd the society lo 
keep on foot, and al»n to tho various steam- 
boat companies, the Northern Pacific Bail- 
way Company and their agents for granting 
reduced paasages to destitute persons ro- 
turniog to their friends and homes,

Uoluinbio, and bonovolonce on tho btoadeat 
principle without rogard to creed or nation 
aliiy, Mr. Jamea Fell was chairman and 
seventy-nine members were enrolled. 

An annual mombor't| mbsoription'.was to 
be not less than §ti and a life luomber'a 5100 
" They made and adopted rules and by- 
laws, Xbo first president waa Mr. Roderick 
Finlayson, ainoe deoeaaed ; vioe-preaident, 
R. K Jaokson; treasurer, M. T, Johnston; 
seorotary, R. Williams, with a oommitteo of 
13, including the above-mentioned' officers. 

The first case was reported by Mr. W. 
J, Maadonald (now Senator), and during the 
lirdt month there was only one other ease, a 
Ghiuami\n. Perhaps the gentlemen then 
prisc'.'it li'tle thought that the small tree 
they had plauted in 1872 would gro>vaslt

Seeing how well the integrity of tho so- 
ciety's working has bren preserved all 
t.irough thnoe yeara I am sure I do right in 
strongly advocating a continuation of the 
work upon tho Haiue pure and unalloyed 
basis as was originally intended. 

Although tho fouuriera evidently did not 
intend that the institution should hoard up 
money and become rich, but ouly havo 
enough to carry out the objects of iho society 
for the time being, I am still of the opinion 
that to become fully established on a aoond 
and permanent basis an extra effort should 
bo made to always have a subalnntiai le- 
strve in oaso of unforeseen and sudden 
emergencies — such as happened in 1891 by 
tlie uufortuuato bank failuro, I would 
aloo atrougly advise that tho sooiety 
be iccurpurated under tho '" l!;npvn. 
lent Societies Act," I c:inuot fi i 
words to too strongly iinpreea up; n 
J on the necesiii y of this atop inusniuch aa i- 
is likely that onaiderablo money may bo- 
foro muny years become payable by bequeat 
to tho sooiety, and wo certainly not only 
oujfht lo bo in a position to receive such 
moneys, but in a legal poaitioa, lo aubatan- 
tiate our olaima.

This concluded the prin- 
cipal busiuces of the meeting, and aftor Mr, 
Beaumont Bogga had made a fow remarka, 
congratulating the society on the quiet and 
unostontatious manner in which it had suc- 
cessfully conducted its business during the 
past year, a general diaousaion took place un 
tho (jucstion of incorporation under the 
Dominion aocielies act, A motion was final - 
ly pas-ed to take steps in this dirention for 
the protection of tho socinty, within the 
next six mouths. I'ho (|Ui'stian of feeding 
the poor then received attention, but noth- 
ing waa done, and the iiieotini.; adj'jurned 
after a vote of thanks lo tho retiring I'roui- 
dent, who has held r.Hico for tho past five or 
si.t yt-iira, and to tho other membars of the 
board of ri(ii!;er8 and to the Pioneer sooiety 
for tlio uso of their hall.

THE TRUSTEES' REPORT. 

The Annaal Report of the Board of Trus 
tees of the Viotoria School District for the 
year ending Slat Dsoarober, 1894, has been 
placed on our table. The report has been 
carefully drawn up aud shows the condition 
of tho echoola aa regards attendance and ac- 
commodation. The average daily attend- 
ance at all the scliools during tho yoar has 
been 1,727.81 ; the number on tho rolla has 
been 2,004. This showa a daily average of 
abeenteea — wo muat not call tham truants — 
of 277. This in about 1,"! 7 per cent., v/hich 
we think too high an avoragQ. This shows 
that a good many children are kept from 
school by their parents on trivial grounds, 
or that the truanoy la abnormally larg* 
The Trustees object to this absenteeism for 
a reason whioh every one must admit to be 
substantial. Here it is in their own worda : 
" Aa the Government grant of ten dollars 
per pupil ie based on tho number actually 
present, it is readily aoon that these '277 
absentees have been the direct cause of a loss 
in money to the oity, during the year, of 
^,770, besides the greater loss to the pupils 
themselves by the breaks thus made in the 
progresaivo course of studies." 

This ovil of ahiODtooiam is, in large cities, 
met by the appointment of truant officers 
who keep an eye on youngsters seen on the 
streets and hare antbority to inquire into 
the oause of their absence from school. But 
the Trustees of Victoria do not recommend 
the appointment of truant offioera. What 
they want aa a romedy for thia evil and aleo 
as an assiatauce to thorn in tho performance 
of these dntles ia a City School Innpoctor. 
Suoh an o£Solal, they say, aa "gen- 
eral adviser and confidential agent 
bf the Board is a very pressing 
necessity. When it is oonaidered that there 
are under the control of the Board eight 
separate aolioola with about two tliouaund 
pupils in attendance, giving employment to 
forty-eight teachers, all of whom are practi- 
cally without oversight, as far as the 
trustees are oonoorned, it is obvious that 
better resulta would bo obtained if tho 
Borvicoa of a oonipotont pcruon oould 1)0 re- 
lied upon whooo duty and interest would en- 
sure a faithful roporl on tho condition and 
progrcsa of tho pupils and thu olUciency or 
otherwise of the teachers." 

As it is part of tho duty of the Trusteea, 
and by no means the leaat important part, 
to engage and discharge toaohers, it ia abso- 
lutely nocoeaary that they should know how 
each of thoae teochera docs hia or her work. 
It is impossiblo for them to aC(|uiro thia 
Icnowledge by visiting the schools now and 
then on show days. Besides, before one can 
pronounce authoritatively on tho oapabili- 
tien and porformancoa of a teacher bo must 
ha\o some knowledge of tho art of teaching 
and of tlio ditlicultieu whioh aaoh purticulur 
teaohor has had to encounter, li must be 
clear, then, that in order to onablo tho 
Trustees to do a very important part 
of their duty faithfully and fairly 
they must have export asaistauce. 
And tho export muat bo obliged to give that 
aaaiatancD wlion it ia re(|uired. Clonrly, 
then, their request for a City Inspector is 
a reasonable one and shows that the trus- 
tees have an intelligent idea of the nature of 
the duties they are recjuirod to perform and 
of the responsibilities devolving upon thorn. 

The ((uostion of toachora' salariea haa ovi. 
dontly been serioualy cooaiderod by the 
(Trustees. They upproaoh tho matter cuu- 
tionily and tentatively. They uppoar 
to think a tednotiou may poasibly 
be made without Impairing tho 
general effioienoy of tho achooia. 
The paragraph on thia aubjisot closes with 



this sentence : '* In thia Important matter 
it would be well if the views of those inter- 
ested, both as teaohers and taxpayers, oould 
be made known." It will not, we think, be 
very hard to guess what the tsaohera will 
have to say to the proposal, aocl it aeema to 
na that all intelligent taxpayers will lay that 
the teacher who does his or her work faith- 
fully and efficiently deacrvea to ba foirly re- 
munerated. There aro very few out of the 
toaoher's profoaaion who have any idea of 
the demands which teaching makes on 
ths mental and pbyalcal powers of 
thoae who belong to it. Teach- 
ing is very hard work. Some persons 
Tvho havo bad no cxperlenoo spoak of " the 
short hours " as if tho teacher could Irgiti- 
matcly, during the hours in which ho ia not 
actually teaohing, engage in some other oc- 
cupation. Bub this is a serious mistake. 
The hours aro quite long enough for the ner- 
voua energy of tho atrongoat man or woman. 
Tho teacher who does hia profoaaional duty 
honestly during aohool houra and after 
school boura haa aa muoh work to do ua 
any man can perform in joatloe to himuolf 
and to his pupils. This of course applies to 
women aa well aa to men. Short aa tho 
hours Boem to ho, wo aay without fear of 
coiitradiciiou that teaching in a public 
Bohoul ia au hard work as either man or 
woman can engage in. 

The gross coat of maintnining the city 
schools for the year was $lD,31S.tJ'-'. Tho 
Bum was made up from the following 
sources :

The TruBlcee have built two handaoniu 
achoolhouses, cuts of which appear in thu 
Report. They have done all the work 
connected with those schools for the $8.'i, 
000 loan and have $1.231.9.1 to the good 
The schools are commodious and well 
equipped, and are a credit to tho oity. Tho 
Truateea have proved tbomaelvea to be good 
adminiatratora, and they havo doQO the 
ordinary work of their office well. 



THE GRIT ECONOMISTS. 

Tho Liberals tell tho people that if they 
are trueted with power they will administer 
the public revennea honestly and eoonomlo 
ally. Perhaps oreduloas people would be 
lieve them if they did not know that the 
late Hon. Alexander Mackenzie had the 
greatest trouble to keep greedy Grita from 
grabbing the public money in a hundred 
dishonest ways, (This ia what the good old 
man, worried and ditguited, said of the 
torment be was compelled to endure at tho 
hands of hia own followera, great and small 

I would like much to be relieved of the 
publio works deptrtment, bat I uannob see 
my way to that at present. It ia the great 
spending department, the poaalble great 
jobbing department, the department that 
can make or ruin a government at such a 
time aa thia, when §25,000,000 are in tho 
power of ita head to spend on public works. 
Friends (?) oxpeot to bo benefited by olficoa 
they are unfit for, by contracts thoy aro not 
entitled to, by advances not earned. 
IC.iomiea ally tbomaelvea with frlenda ond 
push the friends to tho front ; some at 
tempt to storm tho ollice. Some dig 
trerchea at a distance and approach in 
regular aiego form. I fool like tho beaioged, 
lying on my arma night and day. I havo 
offended at louat tsvouty parliamentary 
friends in my dofonco of tho citadel. A 
WEAK MINISTER WOULD UVIS THE I'AHTY 
IN A MONTH AND THE COUNTKY VEUY SOON. 

So I muat drudge on the beat I may to carry 
out tho experiment of doing right whatever 
happens, and trusting to have a majority of 
the bouse to sustain me, and when that fails 
I will go out obeerfuUy, almost joyfully. 

Could a more vivid picture than this bp 
drawn of a boodllng crew 7 Tho bitteroat 
opponent of the Grita could, not have 
exposed their nnacrnpulousness and 
their greed more graphically than 
did their own leader. Have they experi 
enoed a change of heart ainoe Mr. Mac 
kflnzio's day? If Mr. Liurier were in Mr, 
Msckonzlo'a place, or any other Liberal that 
can bo nimed, would he fight his friends as 
Mr. MaokoDzio did 7 Would he make tho 
attempt ? If tho Grits were returned to 
power the Dominion Treasnry would bo 
besieged by the same hungry crowd, but 
there would bo 'no Maokonzio to withotand 
them and to drive them out. Tho taak was 
too hard for oven Mr. Mackenzie. Ho aoon 
allowed aigna of being a broUon man. Tho 
attaoke of hia onomiea he met boldly, and 
the blows he received did him personally no 
harm. lb was the importnoitiea of his 
frionda and tho conaptracies of those among 
them whom he had foiled and disappointed, 
that broke him down. 



RBDUOED TAXATION. 

Tho organ of the Oppoaition is obliged 
tacitly to admit that thu customs duties in 
tho aggregate are leaa now than they were a 
few yoara ago, but it eaya that lb ia not fair 
to take the imports as a whole as data on 
whioh to oalcuUte the weight of tho burden 
of customs taxation. If thia ia nob a fair 
way wo should like to know what ia 
According to our contemporary when the 
government took from that burden tho three 
millions or so that had been yielded by the 
■ugar dntiea, leaving tha rest of the taritl' 
exactly as It was, it would be unfair to 
claim that any defioienoy which tho aboil 
tion of thuBo dutiea oauaed in tho rcrenuo 
wai duo to tho reduction that had boon 
made. Wo are aurpriaed that our contem- 
porary should argue in this way. Tho fact 
Is, the only fair way by whioh the inoldenoe 
of the customs taxation can be measured la 
to take the average rate of duty on all im 
ports froo ua well aa dutiable. 

Tho following extract from an articlo on 
federal toiation in tho Montreal Gazatto, of 
tho 21st, is well worth studying in this oon 
neotlon : 

In the first plaoo, we have to tako tho 
actual amount of oustoma revenne collected 
by the Oovemment, whioh for tho last six 
years has been :

These figures reveal a moat substantial re^ 



duotlon in tho amount ofonatoms duties col- 
lected, due to the remUsIon of taxation made 
in 1891, when tho sugar dutiea were abolish- 
ed, and a levy of no loss than three milliona 
annually abandoned by the Oovernmont. It 
will be said, however, that twenty years ago 
the amount of revenue collected from 
customs duties was very much lets than 
now, tha': It only reached $13,045,000 in 
1872. ?15,3Gl,0OO in 1875, and $12.8.13.000 
in 1870, and these ii(;urea aro oonotuntly 
omtrustod with the colleotiona of a recent 
period in order to convey the idea that the 
Tita of taxation has beea enormously in- 
croaced under the prrsen'Sacal system.

In the first place, it ignores 
altogether the relation of customs revenue 
to the value of iroport«tioos ; and in the 
fccand place, it takes cn account of t^ho io- 
oroa»e iu population. When, in 1879, the 
cunroms revenue amounted to $12,639,- 
5'tl), it was ooUeoted upon an im- 
portation of only $30,341,600 of mer- 
handleo, whereas the revenne of 
$19,270,822 obtained last year was deriv- 
ed from an importation of $113,094,000. 
Tn order to olearly understand the bearing 
of tho last reviaion of the tariff, however, it 
ia nccoeaary to rx!»mino tha rolurna for tho 
firat aix mnntha of iho current year, up to 
DeCL-mbor .'il laat, in whioh period tho 
v.»luo of the gonda entered for cocaumptioD 
was 551 952, .'!Uj, and tiie duly colleotod 
thereon waa $8,701,0.18, giving an average 
rate of duty ot 15 8.1 pur cent. Now, with 
this data wo are enabliKl to aecc-rlain tho act- 
ual percontoga of duty upon importa at 
various periods, and I ho actual customa taxa- 
tion per bund of population. Tlia figures 
aro very icslruotivo and aignifioant. Tlie 
percentage of duty on tho valuo of goods en- 
tered for oouaumption hnu \n\i v\ :

Value 
had not been received. The committeo ad 
viaoii that no more watorahod land bo ao 
<iuireii at present — until tho coat of tho 
tiller beda and other improvementa could bo 
aacortained. 

A i.u. Hu.MriiKKV objected to tho censure 
upon tho previous council contuiuod in tho 
report, nor did he think that tho chairman 
of tho water committee, coming out of hia 
bookbindery, waa capable of giving an ox 
port opinion upon work of tho class that ho 
now undertook to criticize. The work In 
question had been carried out under the 
supervision of oity officials who were looked 
upon as competent and careful men, 

Ald Wilsok resented the peraonality of 
Aid. Humphrey'a remarka, and endorsed 
the comment In the reporc of which the 
complainb was made. 

Ald. Wiujams did not dealre to reply to 
the peraonality which Aid. Humphrey had 
indulged In. ,He would say, however, that 
he knew the value of anoh work aa bad been 
referred to in tbe report, and waa not afraid 
to Bay that he could have hail the work 
done for quite 50 per cent. less. 

The Mayor explained that tho work had 
been dono by daya' labor. 

Ald, Willia.ms — Then the men were nob 
properly looked after, were poor mon or 
wore credited with doing work that they 
left unperformed. 

Tho report was received and filed, and a 
report from the speolal legislative commit- 
teo waa received and adopted. Tho apooial 
committeo on tho Sorby plana claim re- 
ported that they could not advise tho re- 
opening of tbe matter, this report bting 
roceivod and adopted. 

Aid. Bragg and Willlama, of the water 
committee, moved

(he plans should bo submitted to two com- 
petent enginoera. By 'competent enginoors' 
we understand that such shall bo men who 
are recognizod authorities on thia subjoob. 
The undersigned therefore beg to submit 
that any one of tho following named gentle- 
men acting in conjunction with your oity 
engineer will he acceptable to the under- 
eigned, viz: John Kennedy, paat pree, of 
the Canadian Society C. E. and ohief en- 
gincor of the Harbor Commiaaioners of Mon- 
treal; E. H. Keating, M. Inst C E, chief 
engineer nf Toronto, Ontj and Col. J. \V. 
Smith, m. Am. Soc, C.E, and ohief engiacor 
of tho Portland, Ore, waterwotka." 

Aa an amendment to Aid, Bragg'a reaolu- 
tion. Aid. P-irtridgo and Humphrey moved, 
" That the filter bed plans submitted in 
competition bo aent to the oity engineora of 
'i'oronto and Hamilton, Oat., for thoir 
opinion, t ho decision of thcuo i xpcrta being 
aubjcct to ratilioalion by the councd."

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MR. JOHNSON'S PETITION. 

Text of the DocDmenIi Which In Printed Form 
W&i DlBtribnted In the Uonse 
Yesterday. 

ViOTOiHA', B C , Dooember 18, 1895. 
To the Honorable the Speaker and the. Mem- 
bers of the Legislative Aa-inmhiij of the 
Province of British Gohiin'uiii, in par- 
liament aiiwmUed : 

This ia (ho hiiriiblo petition of mo, E(iiv»rd 
Maiuwaring Jotineou, of the city of Viotoria, 
in the Province of Brifciah Colunibift, land 
agent, and I lieroby uok that proper and of- 
feotual proooodinsa m iy bo forthwitli taken 
to protect nio from uujaatifiabla peraeoutioa 
by the Hon. Theodore U.ivio, AbtorneyQen- 
eral of the siid province. 

In aupport of my petition 1 aay : 

That I have boon renidant in the aaid city 
and province nearly eiRhtoen yoara. About 
five yoara ago, in a certain civil action in the 
Sanreme court of the aaid provinuo, com- 
monly Itnown »B " The Graya v. MoGil- 
lum," in which the oaid Attornoy-Gonoral 
acted aa oounaiil for the defoudaut, I waa u 
witnesB for the pluintitrj and ^vaa kept under 
oroea-exaininalion by the aaid counaol for a 
period of nearly four daye, without result as 
to breaking down my teaciniony ; and the 
aaid oouDsel, taking cover under hia posi- 
tion, and in the moat cruel and oowurdly 
way, queationed me upon eventa which hud 
transpired about twenty-ono yeara ago, 
which had no bearing in any way upon the 
iaauo o£ the pondinp Buit, and could only 
have been intended to be tho nioana of mak- 
ing publio ohargca which would do and cauae 
me, my buaineas and my family permanent 
injury and dtagraoe. On being asked iheao 
queatiuna I retorted by alluding to tlio 
former Ufa and obaraoter of tho said couuai;!, 
being goaded thereto by tho treatment to 
which I hud been aubjeotod. 

In tho same civil eult, at tho inatigation 
of tho aaid Atlornuy GuconU, I waa charged 
with oonapiracv, and damayca were claimed 
agaioat me of f'JU.UOO. 

A epeciiil jury, after a trial laating about 
sixteen daye, declined to lind any juatitica- 
tion for tho chaiKO of conspiracy or in any 
way to asaoua uuy damngoa against me, and 
I rccaivod tho personal sympathy of the 
jury for the manner in which I had been 
treated by the aaid Attorney-Genoral at tho 
said trial. 

Not content with tho remit of tho pro- 
oeedinga, and a short tinio after tho termina- 
tion of tho luat-nientioned civil Bui-, in fuc3 
of tho findinti of the aaid special jury the 
couneel for tho defendant, the said Attorney- 
General, acting then in hie public and oUi- 
oial capacity for the province of British Col- 
umbia, without notice or warning to me or 
preliminary inquiry of any kind, procured 
my arreaC on a special warrant obtained on 
hia sole representation, placed mo in a jiil, 
caused me to be submitted to every indig 
nlty, inclnding the search of my pooketa 
and locked op in a prison whore I was de- 
tained antil I could obtain bail. When I 
waa roleiaed on bail tho aaid Attorney-Gen- 
eral, although he know I was represented by 
oonneel, again arrested rao and made mo 
parade the atreeta of the city, aooompanled 
by a oonatable in uniform, and I was obliged 
to obtain bail a eecond time. 

The oourae puraued by the aaid Attorney- 
General ia one whioh ia only resorted to in 
oaaea of desperate oriminala, who aro an im- 
mediate oauae of danger and menace to 
Booiety, and if the usnal preliminary investi- 
gation in caaes of a like nature bad been 
made, as far aa I waa oonoerned, the said 
Attorney-General wonld have been unable 
to use hia office to treat me in the daatardly 
way ho did. Tho whole of the prooeedlogs 
as to my arrest and imprisonment were 
cruel and ooarardly, out of the uaual manner 
of the administration of jaatice, and alto- 
gether unjuatiQablo and unnecessary. 

In addition to these procoedinga, instead 
of being ready to go on with trial of the 
charges, I was, on the application of the 
eaid Attorney-General, remanded from time 
to time, and it was over twelve months from 
the time of the initiatory prooecdinga until 
the matter was brought to trial. 

During the twelve months everything that 
could be done by a malioioua persecutor wai 
doneby thegaid Attornoy-Gooeralto me. Tho 
proceedings werodelayed, and delayed in the 
hopo, I am informed, that my busincsi and 
proapecta would bo ruined and I should bo 
compelled to leave the country. So rancor 
oualy were the proceedings conducted 
that it waa only about six houra before 
tho closing of the last available mail to uao 
the information, that my counsel could ob 
tain information of the names of the oounse 
employed by tho crown to take evidence 
on a commission, and I then found 
that the lawyers I bad retained to watob 
the ease for me were those employed by the 
aaid Attorney-General to act for the orowa 

The effect, If I had not been able to 
thwart thia unwarranted and moat unfair 
troatinont, would have been that I should 
have been obliged to go to trial without be 
ing able to procure evidence in time to bo of 
any ubc, and in consequenoe I should no 
doubt huvi! been, in accordance with tho 
wish and e . {leaver of the said Attorney- 
General, imprisoned, ruined financially and 
aooially, and iny children forever disgraced 
and ostracised. 

The country has been put to a lirgo ex 
pense, aa appears by the public acoounte, in 
carrying out the designs of tho oaid Attor- 
ney-General ; nevertheleaa when delay coiild 
be no longer obtained, and the oases cc\mo 
on for trial, they were uu utter and igno- 
mini >ua failure, and tho Attornoy-( Joneral 
waa, in acoordaucij with the inbtruotions of 
the late Chief Justice, the then proalding 
judge, obliged to enter a nolle prosequi, ana 
dlacontinue and abindon tho proceedings. 

It ia needless to say that I have been put 
to much expense, none of which oan I re 
cover, and all this I have to this time 
BofTered and borne In alienee. The shield of 
office, so far aa the said Attorney General is 
concerned, has, in the present state of tho 
law, been a b.»r to any redress for mo. 

Not uoMlont with what ho has already 
done, tho aaid Attorney-General has again, 
without notice to mo or consent on my part, 
procured mo to bu joined with others ai 
party di f 'udnnt in a civil suit commenced 
against N. Fitzstubba, gold commissioner 
for tho district of West Kootonay, by II 
Cooloy and others. I am mado uso of, at 
what will bo to mo considorablo txponeo for 
legal ocrvicee, to uphold a certain lease, 
dated the 10th Hny of Juno, A IJ lS!r2, grant 
od by tho aaid Filzstubba, on tho advice am: 
with tho approval of tho aaid Attorney- 
General (to mo among othera), for tho term 
of twenty yoars, of ono and ono-half n.iloa 
of the bod of McCulloch crook, in tho Big 
Band, Kootonay district, aforooaid, by fiOO 
foot wido on each aldo of tho oontro of aaid 
creek, and whioh loaso mado under tho 
"Placer mines act 1H!)1." and iho term 
and purposes thereof are iiitra rirr.i of Iho 
crown or iho said Gold C jmmisaioner. Tho 
granting cf the said lease haa deprived mo 
of my rights under a previously existing 
grant from the crown, and ao placed mo In 
the power of the person for whom tho said 
Attorney General ia aoting aa oonnsel that 
I have been obliged for aelf-proteotion, to 
dissolve tho partnership and wind np the 
busincBs of tho Ophir Bsdrook Flume Com- 
pany, Rogistorod, tho late grantees or own- 
ers of the property, inter alia, Inolnded in 
the said unlawful lease. 

I am unaware how long theaald Fltzstnbba 
prooeedloga will oontinae, and oan form no 



idea of tho coats thereof, except that I am 
informed, as the Attorney-Genoral ia acting 
in his ofBcial oipaoity for tho said Gold Com- 
missionor, and in hln private capacity for A. 
E. MoCallum, one of tho defondaute, I can 
in nooase ceoover coats I may incur. 

In view of what I have atatcd, I btg that 
nil correspondonoo, reports, applications, 
grants, loaaea, or other papers or writings in 
the poBBCseion of tho government of tho said 
province, or any membar therocf, or under 
their, or any of their, control, In any way 
relating to McCulloch creek, Big Bond, 
Kootenay diatrict, for an area extending one 
and one-half miles in length, following the 
bod of aaid creek from a point near 
the oanjron at tho mouth of aaid 
oreek, and 500 feet wide on eaoh aide from 
the centre Hoe of aaid oreek, and in any >\ ay 
included in any grant or loaae, may bo 
brought down to the membora of your 
honorable assembly, and that thia my 
petition be referred to a oommlttoe thoreoi, 
with power to admlniater oaths and oall for 
poracna and papers, and that I may have 
6uoh redreas and protection as after due lu- 
<iuiry and report you may, in your wise dis- 
cretion, deenn necessary or expedient In the 
premises. 

And your petitioner, aa in duty bound, 
will over pray, eto.

Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m.

Mr. Ehorty presented a report from the 
private billa coiiiniitte, recommending the 
l)ill l<> iuu.irporalo the Stave Hivi:r I",!uctric 
Power Coinp.uiv.

Bilior, 
addreaaed to tho Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, with respect to tho priviloijoa 
asked by llio Stave Hivor Flectric Power 
Uoinpauy, was ruled out of order, becjuse it 
wae not addressed to the house. 

ORDERS OF THE DAT. 

Hon. Mr Davik moved that the honso 
proceed to tho orders of tho day. ((iovern- 
ment orders — Adj lurned dobtto on the mo- 
tion to reoeivo tho petition of E- M. John- 
son,) 

Mk. Sk.mmn, as a question of privilege, 
asked why a atranger was occupying ihn 
seat of tho Law Clurk. Ho preeiiniod bo 
was a reporter, but would like some ruling 
on tho aul)ject,eo that if any member wanted 
tho same privilege on another ocoalon he 
might have it. 

Hon. Mk Davie said that tho stranpor 
waa a reporter — an ollioial atenoRrapher hero 
for tho purpose of taking doivn tho debate 
whioh might occur thia afternoon. Ho hod 
no doubt that if any hon. gentleman asked 
the same privilege on a future occa'iion it 
would not bo denied. 

Mu. Kitchen, also as a quoation of privi 
lege, asked to see tho petition, N«hiuh ho had 
been unable to obtain, aa be wis told that 
it had been sent to the printing office. 

Tub Speaker said he believed the petition 
was being printed and almost ready for dla- 
tributlon. 

HoK. Mb. Davie aaid the question then 
waa, whether the petition should bo rO' 
oelved. Until a petition ia received it is 
not the uaual oourae to have it printed, ao 
that tho reason given was not a good cause for 
delaying this debate. 

Ordered, that the bouse proceed to the 
orders of the day. 

PETITION OP E. II. .TOll.NSON. 

Hon. Mr. Davie: — Mr. Speaker, the 
substance of Mr. Johnson's complaint Is that 
he haa been pursued as a criminal by myself 
— not acting indifferently in my official 
capacity as Attorney-General, but by using 
that high ofKos for the furtherance of the 
private advantage of a personal client whose 
retainer I hold, and for tho purpose more- 
o"er of gratifying my own spleen and malice 
against him. He complains also that bo is 
being pursued civilly In tho courts and 
unjustly made a party to a lawsuit for the 
purpose of defending rights to whioh ho i; 
no party, or if ho is a party, which ought 
not in justice to him to bo attacked ; and 
he prays that tho honso will appoint a com 
mittee to take Ihoao questions, whioh he 
shows to be aub judicc, into its own hands 
and deal with thorn in aucb manner us tho 
bousQ in Its wisdom may see fit. As regards 
the prayer of hia petition, It ia needless to 
do more than point out that the petition 
anawera Iteeif, for he ahowa that he 
baa been added aa a party and 
that the oourt in due time wi 
adjudioate upon hia rights. It would thoro- 
for be In the highest degroo, according to 
his own ahowinc, improper for this logisla 
ture to interfere, when its interference could 
only have the elfeot of stopping an inquiry 
involving tho rights and properties of others 
to a lar[{0 amount. Tho adding of E M 
Johnson to these proceedings waa not n)y 
doing, although tho proceedings necessary 
to do BO woro instituted by me. It was tho 
order of llio court which did it, not ot 
one judge, but of a bench of judges. Hore 
is the order:

Ai to tho accusation (Hon. Mr. Davio 
continued) that I »m using iny offloe for the 
purpoEO of giatifying my personal mallco 
and spleen against I hia gentleman, why 
ohould I tiicle uub this lowly individual of 
all others for tho purpoae ! Those who 
know mo — foo aa well aa friend— will ac- 
knowledge that mino ia a life of activity ; 
that I have no idle time on my handa ; and 
therefore no time for tho gratification of 
pcraonal whima and spleen, oven if I enter- 
tained thcni. But the facts which I shall 
allude to further on, will ahow that bo for 
from making an effort to injure thia man, 
v/hcn I hod tho opportunity of fully expos- 
ing mattorfl domaging to him 1 refrained 
from doiu)^ so. And aa to the charge that I 
used my ( flice in launohicg a criminal and 
publio poraecution— employing tho publio 
moneys in aid of private litigation in whioh 
I waa a oouuaol— I shall have aomolhing to 
say, and some documents to quote, later on. 
Lac ua see what this troublo oommonoed 
with, 80 far as rolatoB to the direct coi fiiot 
between Capt. MoCallum va. E. M. Joiiii- 
son. An uotlon waa oommcnood in 1891) by 
thrco men, Jumca Gray, John Gray and 
Siinuel Gray, ugninac MoCallum, claimiog 
their right to redeem certain mining prop- 
(rty and stores. Hero is thoir atatomont of 
claim :

J'lnu'H (iray, plaintitfa ; and Arlhnr

tiffs Samuel aud John Gray commenced ao- 
tiono agaioat the defendant. 

>t Od the 5th day of June 1890 the plain- 
tiff James Gray oommeucod an aotion 
Itgalnst the defendant. 

5 On the 20th day of June 1890 the throe 
said notions were oonsolidated by an order 
of thia court. 

On the 17th day of April, 1889, tha 
pluintifTj were members of a mining com- 
pany known as " Tho Ophir Bod Rock 
Flumo Company," whioh company were the 
ownera of and woro operating a mineral 
claim situate at McCulloch'a oreek. at the 
Big Bend of the Columbia river, Kootenay 
diatrict, British Cohimbia. 

7. On tho said 17th day of April, 1889, 
tho shares of the aaid mino were hold aa lol- 
lowa ; Tho defendant, one-tenth ; John 
Gray, ono fifth ; Samuel Gray, one-fifth ; 
Edward M. Johnson, ono fifth ; L. B. Ham- 
lin, ono tenth ; E. Crow Biker, one- 
thirtieth ; F. L Bourohior, one-thirtieth ; 
and JanicB Gray, four-thirtietha. 

8 On the said 17th day of April, 1889, 
the defendant agreed with tho pUlntiffi to 
advance to thorn such sums of moooyj as 
wore and ahould booomo duo as asaesamenta 
upon thoir said respective aharos in the aaid 
Company during the year 1889 upon having 
mado to him au aasigoment by way of 
morlgagc of tho said shares of the plaintlfTi 
In the said Company and of ortain storoa at 
thfl mine owned by James Gray. 

9. In pursuance of the aaid agreement tho 
plaintiffs on the said 17 th day of April, 
1889, duly executed assignments of their 
said reapeotive abatea and of the aaid atores 
to the defendant. 

10. Theaald aaalgnmenta were made ab- 
solute on the face of them bnt it waa dta- 
tinctly understood and agreed by the par- 
ties thereto that they were only to operate 
by way of mortgage and that the plalntlfft 
were entitled to redeem thoir reapeotlve 
shares and tho said atorea at any time with- 
in a reasonable number of yeara upon pay- 
ing to the defendant auoh auma as he should 
have advacood on their behalf rospeotlvoly 
as aforesaid together with interest thereon 
in tho meantime at the rate of 10 per cent, 
per annum. 

11. The plaintiffa are now, and for some 
time past have been, ready and willing to 
redeem their said eharca and tho aaid stores 
by repaying to tho defendant such eums ai 
aro duo us aforesaid, but ho refuses to ren- 
der to them any account and denies their 
respective rights or tho right of tho whole 
of them to redeem, but claims to be absolute 
owner of tho said shares by virtue of the 
aaid aaal^nmont by way of mortgage. The 
plaintiffs claim : 

(I,) To have it declared that the aaid aa- 
signmentaof the I7tb day of April, 1889, are 
mortgages ; 

(2 ) To have an sooount taben of what if 
anything is due to the defendant under the 
said mortgages ; 

(.3.) An order that tho defendant upon 
payment to him of auoh sum (if any) as may 
be proved duo, do ro-convey to the plaintiffs 
respectively their s^id shares and to James 
(Jray hia said atorea. 

(-1.) Such further and other relief lia tho 
nature of the caan may ri(|uiro. 

Dolivorod thia liOih day of July, 1890, by 
C. C- Peinberlon, of the (irm of \\ alknr, 
Pemberton it Dumblnton, lis and '20 Chan- 
cery lane, Victoria, B.C., aoiicitors for tho 
plaintili'd. To Measra. Davie A. Bodwell, 
solicitors for tho defendant, 

(Hon. Mr. Davio continuing.) To this 
McC'dluin replied that the sale waa absolute 
and was made through the diroot agency of 
Mr. Johnson, a lancl and real estate agent 
employed by Mr. McCallnm. He drew up 
all the papers. Captain MoCallum retorted 
with a counterclaim againat Johnson, and 
alleging that it was he who had advised the 
Grays and had oauaed thia aotion be aaked 
for damagea, for having been kept out of 
his property, and for the waste and destruc- 
tion of the atores at the mine. I will en- 
deavor to summarize the evidence in the 
case, occupying aa it did twelve or fourteen 
days, and involving tho consideration of 
some 1,S7 documents. In tho brief time 
which is at my disposal in laying tho facts 
before tlio house, I will refer to tho salient 
points un<l doouments only. In aupport of 
tho contontion that tho transaction was a 
mortgi(|o and not a aalo, Johnaon waa the 
chict witness, and aworo to it moat dia- 
tinctly and procieoly, giving detail in such 
i\ way an to leave no altornativo but that 
oil her it waa a mortguKO aa ho alleged 
or else that Johnaon deliberately perjured 
himeolf. Ho waa, as ho aaya, subject to 
croaa oxaminatloc for sovcrul ilaya ; aud 
whether or not he waa unimpeoched is 
shown by tho fact that Iho jury found, 
contrary to his poaitive oath, that it waa an 
absolute sale, and tho doouments which I 
am about to quote proved tho jury was 
right and oould have come to no other oon- 
oluaion. Thn transaction of sale waa dated 
April 17, 1889, and resulted in tho Grays — 
by formal documonta drawn up by Johnson 
— transferring to McCallum sixteon- 
thlrtleths of the Ophir Bed Rook mine, 
the purchaeo price of which as well aa the 
atores wua §G,000-mado up of $,1,500 
already advanoed on loan by MoCallum, 
and $2,600 in oaah which MoCallum then 
handed Johnaon. Beaidea the formal 
absolute bllla of aalo, which were recorded 
by Johnson In tho usual way, the following 
receipt (an every day document) waa drawn 
np by Johnaon and signed by Jamea Gray, 



who held his brothera' power of attorney 
asd acted for them, 

Victoria. B.C., April 17, 1889. 

Reoeivod of Captn. MoCallum the sum of 
Sii. Thousand elollurs payment for the ! 
charea^r intercata in tho OphIr Red Rock 
Fiuniu Co., Rgstd., sold by mo and John 
Gray and Saml. Gray and for tho Etorca 
eto. auaigucd to him, 

$6,000. Jas. Gray. 

Jamea Gray and John Gray had not a 
dollar In the world outalde of what Mc- 
Callum paid. He agreed to deal liberally 
with them if the mino turned out u bonunzi, 
as he bolieved it would, and they ugroed to 
work the olaim for the aeaaon and that thoir 
wages ahould offset MoCallum'a asaeeamenta. 
But further than the document of sale 
(without worrying you with too many docu- 
ments and attending only to principal facte), 
throo letters whioh passed between Johnson 
and MoCallum on the 22ad April, place the 
quoation beyond the poaeibility of doubt. 
They are as follows : 

Victoria, B C, Eastkb Mosday, 1889 
(Say 22nd April.) 

My Dear Johnson, — Wonld it not be ad- 
vlaable to send Mr. 8amuel Gray by regis- 
tered post u duplicate of the sale of his one- 
fifth share In tho Ophir B.R, Fl. Co. by his 
brother to myself? 

I want for myatlf eluplicato certified copies 
of the powera of attorney under which Mr. 
James Gray acted. (-ortiUud copies of his 
receipt of tho $0,000 from me, and vouchers 
that all liabilitioa whataoovcr of tho com- 
pany have been aottled up to tho 17'-h iuac, 
thoBo in duo courfc. All tho original docu- 
iiioptn conncoted with thia recent aalo to mo 
of tho Grays' intereat in the niiuo kindly rc 
tain in ai'-fo cudlody for me, furnijhiuK me 
with a liat of the oamo when in hi r.d.

Dear Captain M'Callum,— Replying to 
your letter of to-day I aeo no reason for 
• ending any oommunioatlon to Mr. S. Gray. 
I am unaware what purposo such a course 
would servo. I enclose ccrllUod copies 
powers of attorney and receipts. 1 
have no Touoheia for debta owing 
by the Company : Cheques have been 
sent to those whom Gray aaid wore entitled 
and thoao I am fairly euro — Companj'a 
liabilitlea. Mr. Gray haa retained hia own 
vouchera tor the private aooounta ho has 
paid. Aa far as I oan ascertain, all hlo ac- 
counts aro Bottled except to me. Both the 
brothera loft town without settling. You 
could probably ascertain from anyone in 
town to whom Gray waa indebted or from 
whom he bought goods, If these roprosenta- 
tiona aro true. You aro not at present in 
any way liable for Gray's debta. These 
people might furnish you with information 
and copies of tho invoices you require. I 
am afraid I am hardly justified, unless un- 
der instructions. In interfering. I saw re- 
ceipted accounts in Gray'a poaaeaalon. All 
tho money waa paid out except §302 1.3 
handed to Gray and SILO retained till 
Dunn'j claim ia adjusted and then to bo paid 
either to Dunn or Gray. (I think John 
Gray is stranded in Vancouver ; ho tel- 
egraphed me for $50 on Saturday, but as I 
had paid him money enough on Friday 
evening to take him through to the mine, I 
told him to send to hia brother if he wanted 
any more. ) 

If you come Into town I have two deeds 
for you to oign ; ono to Campbell and ono 
for tho Spring Ridge lots. 

I thlijk I may sum up tho whole matter 
of the mine by saying that as far as I could 
ascertain, all the olalma of the Grays and of 
the Company have been paid, my own be- 
ing all that are outstanding. Yours truly,

P.S. — Tho money handed to Gray was to 
pay his way and that cf his mon Into the 
mine, and to pay packing, etc., on $350 
worth of atorea which ho waa to buy on his 
own account from Hume. These atorea will 
dltimatoly have to bo paid for by the Com- 
pany. They will bo sold to the men instead 
of their finding themselves, and they will 
pay Gray back out of their wages.

P S. — I loavo aa you know for tho Hot 
SprincH Monday next, but jjurposu to re- 
turn to Victoria not later than the oOth of 
May. 

Tho two Grays started for tho mine on tho 
18th April, tho day after the aalo. Captain 
McCulluin, besidta the Bixteen-thirtitiihs, 
tho subject of tho transaction of tho 17th 
April, cjwnod another llireo-tbirtiethH, 
v/hlch he had purchased from James Gray 
tho year before. Captain McCallum found 
all tho money for prospecting and woiking 
tho mino during tho aeaaon of 1889, eomo 
$7,IX)0. which fact wua wholly incompatible 
with his being merely a mortgagee, but 
wholly in keeping with hia being the abac 
lute owner of the majority interests in tho 
mine, and a flood ot oorreapondonoe pro- 
duced at the trial, between the Grays and 
MoCallum, whilst tho Graya were working 
tho mine, demonstrated in the oloarest way 
that McCallum was the absolute owner. 
Johnson also had a one. fifth interest in the 
mine, which he had ac(|uired from James 
Gray, nominally for $2,000; but James Gray 
disputed tho sale, olaiming that Johnson 
had only loaned him the money and that the 
Interest In the claim waa turned over to bim 
aa security. But little gold waa taken out 
of tho mino that season in comparison 
with tho niouoy v/hieh MoCallum put 
into it ; yet MeC>llum fully believed 
he had acquired a thorough bonatza and as 
auch ho sold a one-tenth intereat in tho 
mino to Mr. Jefforiea, an Englleh oipitallot 
— V, ho was also Capt. MoCallum's trustee — 
for £.'!,000 and expected to bo able to sell tho 
halanoi of tho mine at tho same rate, or 
£.'iO,UUO altogether. Mr. Jeffariea, who waa 
u woulthy man, In purohajing the property, 
according to a letter which ho wrote McCal. 
lum, and which waa produced at tho trial, 
said that MoCallum waa too aanguino, but 
that ho (Jefforios) bought the interest as ho 
thought ho was bettor able to lose tho 
money than was MoCallum. Thia sale evi- 
dently exolted tho cupidity of Juhnson, who 
himself afterwards asserted at ono of tho 
mootings of tho Company that ho oould him- 
self soil tho property In New York for a 
quarter of a million of dollars ; and Johnson 
evidently sot his plans from this out to dis- 
pute the sale to McCallum, for ho visited 
the mine in July, 1880, and what took place 
ia related in Jamea Gray'a affidavit of 30th 



September, above quoted in the following 
language : 

'* 6 In the month of July in the proscnt 
year, tho defondint, Edward Mainwaring 
Johnson, came to tho mines situate at Big 
Bond and bu told me that he had been sent 
up by Capt. McCallum, Mr. Biker and Mr. 
Ilumliu, tho ohurcholders, and he wanted mo 
to clean up tho bedrook and give him all the 
gold that could bo obtained at that time. I 
refused to go to thia expense, and upon hlfl 
pressing I told him, the aaid Kdifard Main- 
waring Johnson, that he bad no intorest in 
tho mino and could not order me, and that I 
did not recognize him aa represantiDg tho 
other sharehotdera aa he had no written 
authority eioopt an order from Captain 
MoCallum to bring down any gold 
whioh waa already on hand, but whioh 
did nob authorize him to call for the clean- 
ing up of the bedrock. I gave the eald 
Elward Mainwaring Johnson three ouncou 
of gold whioh was on hand, but I refused to 
do unythlng further. Before leaving Koot- 
enay tho defendant told mo that tho aaid 
Arthur E. McCallum had sold a tenth in- 
terest In the mine for throe thouaand pounds 
and waa negotiating with other partiea who 
were Inollned to offer thirty thousand pounds 
for the whole mine, and lie (the defendoni) 
then prorooed to mo to claim that tho neco- 
tiation with McCallum wua not an out and 
out eah but only a loan, and that by thus 
doing I could got the property back and 
make money instead of MoCallum. Tho 
Bi.id defendant wanted mo then to return to 
Viotoria with him and promised if I would 
do HO to raise the neceaaary money to pay 
McCallum, but I refused to bo influenced 
by tho said ilafendant and told him that I 
had B;)ld out altogethor to the said Arthur 
E. McCallum and did not intend to try and 
back out of it. 

"7- I canio to Viotoria on or about the 
2(ith September last, and on the •J.'A.d Sep- 
toniher laat I instructed my aolieiior to pro- 
cn;.d against tho said Edward Miiinwarmg 
Johnaon in this suit. On Friday, the 27rh 
inat. , after tho suit waa instituted, tho d.)- 
fondant onmu to see mo on Government 
street, and again proposed to me to claim 
the property from McCallum, and he, tho 
defendant, said that he could swear that 
tho transaction was only a loan, and he 
could get mo all the money neoeeaary by a 
mortgaRo on tho property, and that I would 
then have McCallum fixed. He aaid that 
he was not quite sure that be bad not a 
dooument in hia posaeaaion ahowinf; that 
McCallum had only purchased » one- 
thirtieth share. James Gray." 

And although, ao will be present'y ex- 
plained, Jamea Gray afiorwarda wont back 
on this affidavit wo have the other testi- 
mony, and unimpeachable testimony, 
of Jamea and John Gray to yourg 
Jofferiea, of the overtures of E. M. Johnaon 
to tho Grays to the above effect. Mr. Jeff- 
orios, the purchaser, or proposed purchoaer 
from McCallum of the one-tenth interest for 
£,'! 000, sent his son out here in the aummer 
of 1889 to Inepeot the property. Young 
Jefferies went to the mino after E. M. 
Johnson had been there, and in hia ovidenoo 
given In l^ogland, taken on commission, and 
read at tho trial, thia is what he aaya : 

"I engaged Mr. Brady as an expert to value 
the mino for mo, I, the defendant, and 
Brady started for the mine on the Pith Aug- 
ust, arriving there on the 20th August. We 
met there the plaintiffs John Gray ond 
James Gray. Jamea Gray waa tho princi- 
ple foreman of the mine. We stayed at the 
mine about three weeks. I and the Graya 
used to aleep in the same room. I had con 
veraatlon with Mr. James Gray about the 
tranafer of their Interest in tho mine to do 
fondant. He told me that he and his broth- 
ers had sold outright all their Interpsts to 
Capt, McCallum excepting only the one- fifth 
which was in dispute with Johnson, I had 
convorBatloDB alao with Mr. John Gray on 
the same aubjeot. He told me aa hie brother 
had done that the plalntiffa had sold all their 
Interests outright except the one-fifth to de- 
fendant. I expressly inquired of both If 
they had aold their Interests outright. I 
made all the Inquiries I could from the plain- 
tiffs as to tho title to the shares In the mine. 
I had a conversation with Mr, Jamea Gray 
about Mr, E M. Johnson and about a visit 
tho latter had paid to the mino. Jamea 
Gray told me that Mr. Johnson camo up to 
tho mine shortly before our arrival thore, as 
ropresontatlve ot the ehareholders, and de- 
manded a wash-up of the gold anei that the 
result should bo banded to him. Gray told 
mo ho had refused to do this, us he had no 
Inatruotlons to do ao. Ho also said that 
Johnaon had told him that a one- tenth share 
had been sold to tho representative of aome- 
ono In England and that it was poaaible the 
whole mine would be bought by Bogliah 
capltaliatu, He also told me that Johnson 
then proposed to him that he and hia broth- 
era Bhould plead that the tranafer of their 
shares to defendant waa not a Bale outright 
but a mortgage. Gray added 'I refused to 
do thia, for wo sold our shores to defendant 
and have nothing more to do with the mine 
except aa foreman.' Also, ho (Jamea Gray) 
S-\id ' I told Johnaon I am not going to turn 
round on McCallum ; bo has been too 
good a friend to ua.' Both Jamoa 
and John Gray repeated to me at other 
times Johnaou'a suggestion that u mortgage 
should bo Bot up. I conversed with Jamea 
Gray alao aa to tho probable auccesa of tho 
mino. He told me that Capt. McCallum 
had promised that if tho mincproveel a rich 
ono tho Graya shoulel not loso by having 
sold their shares to him, but no fixed sum 
wua mentioned. I never told Jamea Gray- 
that McCallum had told me that tho Graja 
had an iulereat in tho mine, nor that Mr. 
MoCallum had lohi mo that ho (defendant) 
had advanced money to carry on tho mino. 
I never treated Mr. Jamea Gray aa ono of 
the owners of the mine 1 kept my diary 
day by d>iy Refreshing my memory, I oo,n 
>oy tbm I left the mino on tho I Ith Soptem- 
bur, 1889, and arrived at defondantis house 
on tho 17 th September, ataylng there until 
I loft for Europe on September 24tb. 
I wa3 with the defendant every 
day during thia interval. Defendant 
did not during that period go to tho 
mine nor to Chemainue (about 50 miles off- 
there Is only one train there and back each 
day), nor further than to Viotoria. Re- 
ferring to my diary I say that I met James 
Gray on tho 21st of Soptember. He told 
mo ho had been to Chemaiuua and had seen 
hia brother, who had boon reported voiy ill, 
hut waa bettor. JaniOB Gray also tokl mo 
then that Johnson had been putting prooauro 
on Samuel Gray, who owecl him (Johr.son) 
money, and that Johnaon had then left Vic- 
toria. After then I had a further conversa- 
tion with Jamea Gray about Johnaon'a pro- 
poaal. Ho aaid Johnaon had reneweel hia 
proposal that tho Grays ahould claim that 
tho transfer of their shares to defendant wun 
a mortgage only, and that If the Grays did 
thia Johnaon would try to buy tho defendant 
out and that then tho Grays and Johnaon 
would soil i»t their own price to tho Engliah 
oupitallata. I have not been examined on 
»ny other commission in thia aotion, 

Jamea Gray ( Mr. Davio contlnuod) camo 
down from tho mine to Viotoria In Soptom- 
bor and commenced suit against E. M. 
Johnson to recover tho ono fifth intorost 
which ho had tranaforred to Johnson (aa 
Gray oontonded only by way of loan), and 
it was in the course of this suit that tho 
affidavit of the 30th Soptember, before 
quoted, waa made. Other litigation 
between Jamea Gray and E, M. Johnaon also 
enaned, in the oonrae of whioh Gray reit- 



erated the absolute nature of the aale. 
Bnt in the month of May Jamea Gray and- . 
denly dropped suit against E. M. Johnaon 
and the three Grays immediately com- 
menced anib agalosb MoCallum to declare 
the Bale to nltu a mortgage only. Tho 
prinoipil oauae of this waa a dispute they 
liad with MoCallum over the aalo of some 
property on the Fruer river held in Gray'a 
name, bub mortgaged to E. M. Johnson for 
$2,000. The Graya bad claimed that this 
mortgage had been given to John- 
eon 'to secure him for the loan 
of $2,000, the cue-fifth Interest in 
the mine being turned over oa collateral 
security for tho some purpose ; Johnaon on 
the other hand claiming that he had bought 
tho flharo in tho mine only upon the dis- 
tinct underatunding that ho ahould bo so- 
cured against any aaaessmonts, and that 
the mortgaKO was given for the purpose of 
securing him against suoh aaaeaaments. 
MoCallum had agreed to take tho 
property over from the Graya sub- 
ject to Johnaou'a mortgage, but tho traus- 
aotion fell through, McCallum accusing 
tho Grays of want tf honesty in. the matter 
and writing them a letter dated 5th May, 
1889 dissolving all connection with them. 
At that time tho Graya (James Gray par- 
ticularly) and Johnaon wore at daggers' 
points, aud the suit against Johnson was 
proceeding to trial, hut aa I have stated waa 
suddenly u oppod and suit brou;;ht against 
MoCallum in place of it. Aa tho late Chief 
Justice remarked in giving judgment deny- 
ing the motion for a new trial, tho evidence 
of Frank Richards throws u lurid light 
upon thia auddon change of front. Before 
quoting that evidoueo, and aa ehowing 
Jamea Gray's opinion of E M. Johnson, and 
demonatruting whit powerful influenoo must 
have been brought upon Jumoa Gray to in- 
duce bim to take sides with Johnaon against 
MoCallum I will read the following letter,, 
whioh besides showing what Gray thought 
of Johnson, affords cogent evidence of the 
absoluteness of tho sale. James Gray in hia 
evidence at tho trial tried to explain away 
his affidavit by blaming tho draftsman, 
but ho cannot escape the force of hia own 
letter in his own handwriting, without any 
suggestion of prompting, written from the 
Ophir mine to MoCallum. This is the 
letter. 

Oi'uiR, 20th July, 1889. 
(Japt McCallum, Ksq : 

Dear I riend :— Hoping that thia will 
como to hand in time, before that thief 
Johnson will got tho whole control of tho 
mine. He said that ho hud you under hia 
control and could do os he ploaaed with you, 
and had also tho power to discharge myself 
and closo down tho work. It haa greatly 
diacnuraged mo. However, I will get my 
haneli on him sooner or later, thee likely 
the matter will bo settled. When I talked 
of tho lioo ho told about me ho hung his 
head and oaid nothing. About the mino 
everything in tho way of eold is in the pot 
hole ; how deep that is I cannot toll. How- 
ever, if good bedrock we Cin root easy. 
When your friend from England arrives wo 
ahall bo ready to clean up. All is going 
well at preaent. We moved everything 
laat week. Getting 120 feet pressure we 
are putting flume over the pot hole and ox- 
tending It over port of tho old flumo ao that 
the debris oan run of Its own accord. I will 
Bond you the balance eheots as soon as I can 
got time. Would like to pay the Chinamen 
if only for ono month. 

Be on the lookout for Johnson, He aaid 
he would have the mine to himself before 
long. Do not believe one word he eayaf; he 
la snoh a horrid liar. 

We have cleared 100 feet of bedrook thia 
Boaaon and can do aa mnob more. Hoping 
thia will find you well, Yonra, etc.,

This Is the atatement of claim made by 
Jamea Gray in hia auit against Mr. Johnson: 
In tho Supreme Court of British Columbia : 
Between James Gray, plaintiff ; and 
Edward Mainwaring Johnson, defen- 
dant. 

I, JumcB Gray, of tho district of Koote- 
nay, now of the elty of Viotoria, free minor, 
tho above-named plaintiff, make oath and 
lay as follows : — 

1. That at the time of tho sale to Arthur 
Edward MoCallum hereinafter mentioned, 
the B Id Arthur Edward McCallum was a 
creditor of the Ophir Bod Rock Flumo Co. 
in the sum of $3,500 in reapect of a loan of 
$3,360, or thereaboutB, made by the said 
Oapt. McCallum to the Company to assist in 
doveloplng tho mining ground owned by the 
said Company. At the time of the said loan 
the said Arthur E. MoCallum was owner of a 
one-tenth interest in the aaid mine. 

2. That my brothera, John Gray and 
Samuel Gray, woro also inloreated in the 
aaid mine In tho following proportlona, that 
ia to Bay : John Gray ouo-flftb, ond Samuel 
Gray one- fifth ; I alao owned a one-tenth in- 
terest and a one-thirtieth interest besidea 
the one-fifth held in tho name of the said 
Edward Mainwaring Johnson, tho defendanb. 

3. That to meet tho aooount of $3 500, ao 
due as aforesaid to the eaid Arthur E. Mc- 
Callum, an assesamont waa raised in the early 
part of the year 1889, and my brothere and 
myaelf finding ouraelvea unable to pay our 
portion of auch asaesamenta, we agreed and 
did sell outright all right, title and intereat 
we had in the Company absolutely to the 
aaid Arthur E. McCallum excepting only aa 
to myaelf tho intorcab held in the name of 
tho defendant Johnron. 

4. That auch salo woe dated tho 17th day 
of April, IS89, and woo mado in considera- 
tion of $2 500 paid by tho uaid Arthur 
Edward McCallum to mo in cash, and 
which sum of $'2,500 alao included tho pur- 
chase money for a quantity of giooeriea, 
clothing and othor atores then upon the 
prcmieeo. 

5. In cirrylng out puch sale to tho said 
Arthur E. McCallum I acted on my own bo- 
half and under powers of attornoy given by 
my brothers to mo and which I held, and I 
executed their hills of aalo under powera of 
attorney from them, and the said powers of 
attorney were, after tho bills of aalo, left 
with Mr, E, M. Johnaon, the defendant, 
who also had prepared them and who did 
all of tho busfnoss. Aa part of tho arrange- 
ment for the sale of the mining interests I 
agreed to aot as superintendent for tho year 
1880. The said Arthur Edward MoCallum 
promised me that if he made a good thing 
out of tho mine he would not forgot us. 
Tho aalo, however, waa abaoluto and waa 
qulto well undorstood by all parties and by 
tho aaid defendant Edward Mainwaring 
Johnaon to bo so. 

(j. In the month of July In tho present 
year tho defendant, Edward Mainwaring 
Johnaon, como to the mines aituate at Big 
Bond and ho told mo that he had been sent 
up by Capt. McCallum, Mr. Bakor and Mr. 
Hamlin, tho aharcholders, and ho wanted me 
to clean up tho bedrock anel give him all tho 
gold that could bo obtained at that time. I 
refused to go to thia oxpauao, and upon his 
presaing I told lilm, tho aaid Edword Main- 
waring Johnson, that he hud no Intorcat In 
tho mine and oould not order mo, and that I 
did not rocognizo him as roproaenting tho 
othor aharoholdors as bo had no 
written authority except an order 
from Captain McCallum to bring down 
any gold which was already on hand but 
which did not nuthuri/o him to oall for the 
cleaning up of tho bedrock.

My 
object in getting Mr. Johnaon to meet the 
Graya was to negotiate this loan, as I have 
aaid before, and Mr. Jolmeon refueed on 
certain grounds, and tho Gray brothers 
olaimod that the reason act up 
by Mr. Johnaon waa not correct. 
They were all together ond I 
waa with them myaolf. The Grays 
contended one thing and Johnaon contended 
another. Sam. Gray and John — Sam. Gray 
espeoially, was very much concerned about 
it. He said that the security which was 
given was only held aa security for a loan 
which was made Lo him. I uodoratood that 
it was in payment of a promisaury note. 
Johnson denied that, and said it was given 
toaecare against aasessmeDta. Tbe Graya 
denied thia and they had some hot words 
there — rather a hot meeting, that's what it 
was. Their anit in ooort of Gray va. John- 
aon waa apokan of. Mr. Johnson said they 
were taking a wrong atep in auing him. Ho 
said he waa their friend and had been, and 
be thouKht that they had been misled ; 
didn't onderatand the case correctly. I was 
called away out of my Inner room juat about 
that time into my outer ofiioe, 1 auppoeo I 
waa away possibly ten minutes, and I don't 
know what took place during that interval. 
On my return tbe oonveraation wns still go- 
ing on. Mr. Johnaon said he didn't think 
the Graya were acting in thoir 
own interesta to proaeoiito the 
suit against him ; that MuCallum waa 
trying to get tdo better of thorn ; and he 
said ho advioed them to diacontiuue the 
action agninal him and tnko aoino other 
course. Ho aaid if u suit were Ijrought 
agiinal McCallum ho waa in a poaition to 
give evidence in their favor. I think hu 
aaid bo waa tho only party who could i.;ivo 
ovidenOH a^ainat McCallum. Finally, I be- 
lieve, the Gray brothera agrotd to diBuo:;. 
tinuo their action, That waa tho ro.iuk <if 
the oonveraation, because Mr. Johnson 
Stated to mei that the Gray brothers had 
come to tho conclusion that they were 
wrong in bringing I ho action ihoy did a)>ainut 
him, and that tlioy had decided to '.iiactn- 
tinue the action. 

•'The Court — Vou aay that Johnson ud 
vised them lo diaconlinue the aotion ngaiost 
him and take some other oourae. Did hu 
speoify what the other coarse was ? 

" A.— He said he thought that Mr. Mc- 
Callum waa the proper party for them to 
take aotion ag»inat. I mot Mr. JobnaoD, I 
think it waa probably one or two 
days after that, and he told me that the 
Grays had ditcontinued their auit ugaini't 
him, and that ho had found aomu tnnnt v I 
think he aaid Sd.OOO ; probably over $o (KX) ; 
I know it was in the neighborhood of $0 UOU 
— and that the amount bad beon paid into 
court. He told the Graya that instead of 
bringing ati action against him, they should 
have brouKhc it againat McCallum — ihoso 
were his worda." 

(Hon. Mr. Oivio continued.) Oi tho 14 h 
May, juBt u day or two iifiertliia rnccjting at 
Frank Rioharda', tbia action against; McCal- 
lum waa brought and Johnson was I ho chief 
witneaa, swearing bilh In ifiidnvita ond at 
tho trial moat unequivocally that the tronaac 
tion waa a mortgage *nd not u aalo. Ttio 
jury found, againal hia oath and that of tho 
Grays, that it waa an abaolu'e sale ; and cun- 
aiatently, one would think, ohould havo 
found Johnson a party to a oonspiraoy to 
aet up thia mortgage, But, howovoi, us 
Johnaon states, tbe jnry fannd no damages 
Bgainst bim 00 that count. Tbe day after 
the bringing of the action Bgitnst McCal- 
Inm a meeting of tho ahareholders of tho 
Ophir company was held, and this is Capt. 
MoCallnm'a account ol what took place : 

" That at thia meeting Mr. Bales, Mr.^ 
Hamlin, Mr. E Crow Bahor, Mr. E. M. 
Johnson and myself wore present, and tho 
aaid E. M. Johnson endeavored to induce 
me to compromiae thia caao with tho plain- 
tiffn cut of court, Eaying that iio could ar- 
range ovorythiuj^ and that I had only to say 
that I would give tho Graya aomeihing; 
thit my word would bj Kuflicient 
without writing ; that he (Johnnon) 
would then agree to my going to London to 



sell the mine ou the basis of thirty 
thousand pounds for the whole, at which 
price I could sell hia share; that if I could 
get fifty thousand pounds for it, that waa 
my own afifair, ond that ho would agree to 
my having §1,000 for my oipenaea to Lon- 
don ; on the other hand the aaid E. M 
Johnaon threatened that if I would not 
agree to Bottle affaira out of court then in- 
junction after injunotion would be aorved on 
mo, a petition would be made for aale and 
division of tho mine and for a rooolver to bo 
appointed and a further petition for tho aalo 
and division of the land at the mouth of 
MoCullooh crook: that ho would foroe his 
own agent upon tbe Company's buildings 
and tho store on the lands held in oonimon, 
and would offer every poaaiblo obatruotiou 
in order to ruin tbe Company." 

An appeal was made to the Full court by 
counsel for the Graya for a new trial. The 
oane was heord before tho Chief Juatlao 
(Sir Matthew Baillio Begbie) and Mr. 
Justice Crease, and in refusing it tho Chief 
Jnatioe gave judgment reciting the oiroum- 
atanooB. (Mr, Davie road the judgment re- 
viewing tho dooumonta and facia alluded to 
by him, and uonoludod by saying that the 
evidence of Johnaon and tho Graya waa 
wholly at variauoo with the documents 
and facts of the case. ) It is true, 
he continued, that tbe Chief Justice sug- 
gested as an exouae for Joiinaon, a want of 
memory, intheae worda : 

*'I am too thoroughly aware ot the 
trkka whioh memory la apt to play under 
tbe inflnsnoe if changed viowa and afTeo- 
tlona, unneceaaarily to attribute wilful false 
hood to any of these witnesaoa. There may 
bs wilful falsehood, of course, here, but it is 
perfectly possible that the bitterness of dis- 
appointed hopes, long protracted, unfraliful 
acruggles and new allianooa and enmities, 
may havo completoly warped and deQeoted 
tho memory of tho plaintilfs. Men brood 
over imagined rights and wrouga until thoy 
beliove what they imagine, and tlien they 
tniok thoy romomber what they boliove. 
Hut in it ia, that everylbing whiub the 
piaititilTd r.O'.v allege to tha jury i:i in great 
part or wholly contradicted by what liioy 
did and aaid and swore to hiifor" i hey broke 
with tho defendant in .M.y, \^W) " 

Hut it; wau not niy duly, aa Atturiicy- 
(■'-e.neral, to lake i\ny sucli view. If I were 
to give thone ugaiuat whom crinii'ial prn- 
c.-ediiigii are to ho taken the benciu i.f aueh 
oonsiderationa hardly any oriiniual wou'ul 
bo prosecuted. Moreover, I had further 
ovidenco again-it Mr. J huaon, which the 
Chief Jiiatico hod not. Thij wia an alhJa- 
vit t f John Martin. 

" I, John Martin, of tho City of Victoria, 
of the Province of British Columbia, re- 
cently u lieutenant of Her Majeaty'a navy, 
now on the retired list, make oath and say 
ao follows : 

" On the 2-lth day of April in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred und 
eighty-nine, or within two or three days 
of that date, I met Oiptain Arthur 
Edward McCallum on Qovernmsnt street, 
who waa litting in hia buggy just 
outside of tha office then oeoupied by 
Edward Mainwaring Johnson. I then and 
there had oonveraation with him mentioned 
in the next auoeeediog paragraph of this 
my affidavit. 

"2. On my approaching Captain Mo- 
Galium, ho asked me if I had a thousand 
pounds to ep.are. On my inquiring from 
him for what purpose, ho offered to sell mo 
a one-tenth interest in the Ophir Bed Rock 
Flume Company r/iine at Big Bond. 

" While I waa talking to Captain MoCal- 
lnm Mr- Edward Mainwaring Johnson oamo 
out of hia office und approached ua, and 
Captain McCallum turning towardn him in- 
troduced him to mo as his (McCallum'a) 
agent in the matter of the nunc, and ho, 
McCallum, said that he, the aaid Johnaon, 
would explain the whole thing to mo and 
give me any information I might desire. 
After that was said Captain McCallum 
drove away. 

" .'i. Mr. Johnaon and I went to Mr. John- 
aon's office, were Mr. Johnaon requested inu 
to buy tho interest offered to me and ho told 
me that McCallum waa wiahing to hoII tho 
one-tenth iutereat bocauae he (McCallum) 
had sunk at the time more money in tho 
mine than he oared to havo there. Ho ex- 
plained that McCallum waa then at the time 
of speaking and would after the oonsumma- 
tion of the sale then proposed atill continue 
to he the largeat shareholder in the mine, aa 
he (Mo'/ttllum) had juat provioualy to thia, 
to use Johnson's own words ' bought out tho 
Gi a?H. 

"4. I underatood from Johnson that I 
was to buy, and that be was offering to sell 
to me, an interest or a portion of an inior- 
est which bad just besa recently acquired 
by McCallum by pnrohaas fiom tbe Grays 
"5. Johnson in repreienting the ad van- 
tage to mo whioh would accrue to any- 
one buying at that time, said that tho mine 
was on u very much better footing finan- 
cially. That heretofore tho Graya had not 
been able to pay their aaacasments, but now 
tho mine was clear of thum, excepting that 
one of them waa being continued as 
manager. 

"G I waa not able to accept iho proponi- 
tion at the time but I apoke to Jehnson of 
buyiug a one-twentieth Interest, l)ut noth- 
ing came of that proponal on my part. 

" Jons Maktis. 
"Sworn at the city of Vioiori.., Briti«h 
C' iluinbia thl-ii ;i-ddayof February, A.l)., 
I s!i'_' b -foro mo. Geu Jay. jr."

Kef i-rencn baa been niado to the qucationa 
aHked Mr Johnaon relativo to certain trana- 
ictions in New Zaaland. I do not refer to 
the particulars of Ihoiii new furl her than to 
aay I waa quite justified in asking tho ([uea- 
tions I did, and I had an iilli lavitof Harry 
Feast, sworn at Chri.'jtohui cii July 21, 1S91, 
which saliafied me perjury had been com- 
mitted in thia matter also. Still I felt that 
heaitatinn in acting in my offioial capa 
olty, in view of biar, which all 
counsel must to some extent poaseas in 
favor of tbe views of their olienta, and 
1 felt I waa hardly competent to judge 
whether tliia was a proper case in whiob to 
direcr, a prostculion, 80 I laid the facta be 
fore tho mnatemineutaiidoxperienced lowyor 
in British Columbia, if not in tho D.iniinion 
of Canada, and thia ia tho opinion he gave 
mo : 

" HK(; V. JOIINSOS — MR. HICIIARD'S OPtNION 

" Disputes have existed between poraons 
named Gray and Capt. McCallum as to 
whetlier a transfer of certain shares in a 
mining company by the aaid persons to said 
McCallum was absolute or in the nature of a 
mortgage to secure $6,0(X), and prooeedinga 
wore instituted by the aaid persona in tbe 
Supreme court to redeem tho aaid aharea, 
and the real iaane therein, whether an ah- 
eolnte transfer or a mortgage, came on to be 
trieiMiy oneof the juatiossof the Soprenie 
court, and the trial lasted twelve days. 

" Before the trial Mr. Edward M John- 
son mtde an affidavit before a oommisaiooer 
for taking iho aamo that tho said McCallum 
•advanced to iho oaid peraona named Gray 
$ UUO upon loan or aeourity of tlie aaid 
aharea. Ttiat ou the fluid trial tho aaiil 
Johnson wea called aa a witneaa on behalf of 
tho plaintifi" and himself (no having been 
mado a party), and gave ovidoncu in sup- 
port of tho plaintill'd' oontontion, and upon 
croaa-examiuation waa aekod (certain ques- 
tions regarding transAotious in How 



Zaaland). The jnry fonnd that 
the transfer waa abaolnte, and 

the judge who heard the case directed that 
one of the aaid peraona named Gray ahonid 
bo prosecuted for perjury committed on the 
trial, but mado no order as againat Johnaon; 
The Attorney. General has now in hia posses- 
sion from New Zaaland (setting out the effect 
of tho information I then had from New 
Zealand as contained in the affidavit of 
Harry Feast before alluded to), and he is of 
opinion that Johnaon committed perjury as 
well in the said affidavit us in his crosa- 
examination. Tho Hon. Thoo. Davie (who 
is Attoriioy-General) was oouosol for Mo- 
Galium on the trial. 

" Quoation — Can tho Attorney-General, 
or ahuuld ho under the ciroumatancoa, direct 
un indictment to be preferred ogAinat John- 
aon for pbfjury under aoo. HO cap. 174 of 
the Roviaod Statutea of Canada ? 

" Opinion. — It seems that this section 
came immediately from tbo Imperial oot, 
22 and 2;! Vic, cap. 17. see. 1, uuually 
called tho vexatious indictments act, whioh 
was introduced into Imperial parliament by 
Lord Campbell. In volume 32 of the Law 
Times, paces 277 and 290, and in volume 
;13, page 27;!, A D. 1859, there are artiolea 
referring to tho bill showing tho abuse of 
the old law in pirtios going before tho 
grand jury and obcaining true bills without 
any notice to tho party charged or previous 
inquiry into the facts, which often at the 
trial turned out to ba without any real 
foundation. 

" In tbe draft of the bill It will be 
noticed that, without any previous inquiry 
bufore a joatice of the peaoe, a judge, or tbe 
attornoy or Bollaitor-gcneral, can direct a 
proaecu tion, our statu to omitting solicitor- 
general as we have no auoh officer. There 
meat have been some reason for entrusting 
these offioiais with this power, and parlia- 
ment no doubt thought that cases v/nulil 
arise in which the public Interest required 
its exercise. 

" It occurs to me that tho case under 
dinouuaion is one of these, as thu dooumentn 
in prraaeasion of tho Attornoy-Geoorol, 
although aLllident to warrant him in 
auiiioriz iig llui ptoaceutiun, would not hp 
n e'jivi (1 HU ovidenco ou exaininution bi fore 
a jaslico of tbe peaoe, aud t ho Haiiiu (Inuu - 
men's might bo laid hoforo the grand jury, 
altluiut;h not receivable as evidence ou the 
trial ut the persou in ease a true bill were 
found. 

''To mr-et thia diffiouhy, a o"rnmin3ion 
might iaaue under aeotion 2.'5 of iho 'Criminal 
omeiuhiient act, 1S90,' to persons in New 
Z jaland to take uvidoucu ; and Uie depoai 
tions, when returned, could ho road on tho 
trial of ibo parly indicted, but they could 
not be read un cxaminutieu before u juatico 
of the peace. It would he useleja to g') on 
without evidence from New Zoaland, aodua 
it can only"~bo used ofter indictment found, 
the only feasible way to got true bill ia for 
tho Attorney-General to direct tho indict 
ment to bo preferred. 

" Should tho Attorney-Gonerul be ques- 
tioned in the House of Assembly or attacked 
in the preas for purauiDg the extraordinary 
oourae of direotiog the proseontion, I think 
be miKht anawer that it was the only way 
left to bring the party to trial for the offenoe, 
and aa Atturney-Qeneral, inveated with thia 
part of tbe prerogative, he was bound to 
uao it, rather than let a party he thought 
guilty escape without trial. 

" Tho fact of the Attorney-Qeneral bav 
ing been counsel for MoCallam would, no 
doubt, be seized upon by some as a weapon 
of attack, but in this small community the 
Attorney General who rotoins hia private 
practice ua counsel muat como in contact, 
more or lose, with witneeseo, yet when called 
upon to oxerciso tho discretion, his duty to 
the public is paramount to or should over- 
ride any scruples he may have in conee- 
qunnce of having been oouasel for one of tho 
partiep, 

"Thia also does not come within tho mis- 
chif f of tho old law, as Johnson was ex- 
amined and gave hia voraion, and tho facts 
stated in hia affidavit were contested for 
twelve days before the jury, so that it is 
not springing a new case upon him. 

(Signed) A. N. RicnARD3. 
"20th November, 1891." 
So the prosecution was launched accord- 
ingly. So far from showing malice or vin- 
dictiveness against the petitioner I purpose- 
ly refrained from diacloslni; the nartiouUra 
of tho evidence I had from Now Zealand in 
my opening address to the jury — which I 
might have done — and whioh a less morici- 
ful prosecutor woold have done. I know 
there were technical d ffioulties in the way 
of the reception of that evidence, whioh 
might or might not prevail, and consequent- 
ly the aamo has remained hidden in 
tbo vault of the Supreme court over since, 
and I dinot propose now to diacloao il; Mr. 
Johnaon and his friends can do so if thoy 
pleuao. Inatead of going into tho partiou- 
lara of that evidence thia ia tho way I am 
reported in tho newspaper aa opening thia 
branch of tho case to tho jury: 

"The t vidcocu taken in Now Z ^alund under 
tho comniinaion fur that purpose by this 
court will bo tendered, but aa objections 
will prubably bo raised to its reception, 
whioh may or may not be succeeaful, I will 
not outline it now." 

Mk Williams — What became of that 
prnsuout ion. 

Ilti.v. Mil Davik— Itbrokednwnon a teoh- 
nicaluy. The prosecution bad to prove tho 
peudoucy of the auic and tbe Chief Justice 
ruled that this could only be done by pro- 
ducing the original writ, which was in the 
[joasession of tho Graya' counsel. They 
wiuo noiitieti lo produce ic hut could not 
liiul it. Tho juiigo held it must bo pro- 
duced, Eo u nolle prosequi had 
to ho entered Au I iiui 1 when the 
motion to receive this pu'witino was liral 
mado, tho petitioner hau hitherto 
ovadeil tho law, and tho petition is aimply 
an tll'/rt to further ovado It, as I uin about 
to show. In an alliiiavit, bifore the Gray v. 
MuCa lum trial, .lohnaon swofe that he 
kept the company 'a book;i frum April to 
.September, but at the trial, when we 
wanted sonio inforrn.^tinn af to tho coiiteiits 
of tho hooka, ho swero ho did not mean that 
ho kept them in that aense, but that ho 
merely meant hu had poajeaainn of them. 
Aa part of the avidocco produced i)y .Mr. 
Jiihnson at one of the meotinga of tho OphIr 
company to prove thia trunaaction was a 
mortgige, was the following entry in one of 
the hooks in E. M. Johneoa's handwriting. 
The meeting was, I think, in September, 
1889, but the entry purported to be made 
April 19, two days after the transfer of the 
shares to McCallum, and if genuine would 
have been cogent evidence of the affair 
being a loan, and was prodaosd by Johnson 
to prove that such waa the caae, and as an 
en' I y of the day it beara date : 

"U9, April IB. Mr. James Gray has 
received oheqaes whiob with a remittance 
to be made as arranged re Jahn Dunn pay 
all olalma and demands against tbo Com- 
pany to date, in accordance with tho arrange- 
ment mado with ('aptain A K McCallum 
on Ilia lending the Gray hiot:hera the inonoyi; 
whioh are included in said ohi (juea 111 part." 

Hut when it canio to ba (xamineJ the ink 
wan not ilry — it had been mado evidently 
on tho vory day of the iiicotitig. Johnaon, 
hniug taxed with tho recent wrllicg, would 
noilher ackoowloclgo nor deny it, but upon 
the I rial acknowledged thai the date waa falsn, 
Truo to his threat to d-jlugo the company 
with irjunoliona und litigation, hoaidcs tho 
principal litigatioa he brought: suit on 2-1 '^h 



September, 1889, for an Injunotion and re- 
oafrer and to preveal) MiH3allnm aending 
away tbe gold ; on the 27th June, 1890, 
an aotion to prevent) ■ any aaaeaament being 
levied — and afterwards an aotion for dia- 
aolutlon of the partnership and a receiver, 
and on Jst December, 1892, a receiver ot the 
mine was appointed, and there the matter 
has lain ever since — no work done on tho 
mine nor could any have boon dono 
with tho injunctions vgainst aasoeamcnt 
and the property in the hands of the court 
Tha ond of this litigation, however, ia 
now approaching. Johnson was ordered to 
bring in hia accounts of tho $3,500 
be bad received from McCallum on 
loan to tho company ; of tho §2,500 
ho had received, balance of the 
purobaso money on April 17, and some other 
asBOSsmente ; at first he fiiud two affidavits 
denying that he had bandied any moneys, 
only receiving them to turn them over to 
Jamea Gray, bub evidence showed those 
atatemonta wore a mere evasion, and on the 
2,3rd January ha waa ordered, notwith- 
standing hia affidavits, to bring in his ao- 
counta in four days, and the order endorsed 
on pain of attachment ; and now, 
when he Cin equivooate no longer, 
he brings thli petition before the 
house, ttsklDg to have the matter 
withdrnwn from the courts and brought 
Into tho legislature bore, to enter upon an 
inquiry whioh would take months, at tho 
dying days of the session. Bub Mr. John- 
aon, in bis petition, goes on to say ■ 

"Not content wicn what be has already 
dono, the said Attorney- General has again, 
without notice to me or consent on my part, 
procured me to be joined with otbera aa 
p:irty defendant In a civil auit commenced 
ugaiosb N. Fitzstubbs, gold commissioner 
for tbo diatriot of West Kootenay, by H. 
Cooloy and othora. i om made use of, at 
v;hut will 1)0 to mo considerable oxponse for 
legal services, to uphold a Certain lease, 
dated tho lOcb day of June, A D. 1802, 
granted by the aaid Fiizjtubbs,on the advice 
and with tho approval of the said Attorney- 
General (to mil among othor), for tho term 
of twenty years, of one and ono-half tnilta of 
tho bed of McGiilloch creek, in the Rig licncf, 
ICoDl enay (list rici , aforesaid, by ;M) feet wiiio 
on oaeli side of the eontro of aaid creek, ai.d 
whic'". lease iiii'-de under tho placer minoB 
act, lsi)l, and tho term and purposes there- 
of urc ultra virei of the Crown ur tho said 
Gel 1 GotnniisHioniir. The granlitjg of ili? 
aaid lease baa deprived me of mj' righta un- 
der a previously existing grant from tho 
Crown, and ao placed ino in tho power oi 
the perjon for whom tlie aaid Attorney Gen- 
eral ia acting na counsel, that I liave beon 
obliged, lor eelf-protection, to diaaolvo tho 
partnership and wind up the bubineaa of the 
Ophir Bcd-rookFlumeCompany, Uogistored, 
tho late granteea or owners of tho property, 
inter alia, included iu tho aaid unlawful 
lease. 

" I am unaworo how long tho auid Filz 
stubbs proceedings will continue, and can 
form no idea of tbe costs thereof, except 
that I am informed, aa the Attorney-Gen. 
eral ia aoting in hia offioial capacity for the 
aaid Gold Commiasioner, and in bia private 
capaoity for A> B. MoCallunri, one of the de- 
fendanta, I oon in no cue recover coats I 
may ioour." 

Any one might think from reading this 
atatement that tbe leasee therein referred 
to were something diSerent from what bad 
been litigated on, but it ia the aamo leaee. 
He complains of a lease — issued to him and 
othor parties, dated 10th June, 1892 — which 
ho aaya waa granted on the advice and with 
tho approval of tho Actornoy-Goneral, and 
hoB the effect of depriving him of hia rights 
under a former lease. Now, if it deprives 
him of his rights under tbe former ieuce, it 
deprives McCallum also, But the fact is 
tho now lease waa issued to amplify and 
extend the former lease, and so 
far from being an injury to ia u 
distinct benefit to Johnson, who owns 
one-tenth, with McCallum, who owns nine- 
teen thirtieths. Ho says that this was 
given under my advico. Does ho not know 
that hia own oounael, the President of the 
Executive Council, who defended him in the 
Gray and McCallum auit and upon tho crimi- 
nal indictment, alao approved of granting 
this leaae, and signed tho order in council 
therefor, and yet ho deliberately tells thi» 
houae with a view to inducing them to take 
theae proceedings out of their usual course, 
that this second lease was granted by tbe 
Attorney. General to deprive him of his 
rights ? 

COI'Y OK ORDEU IN COUNCIL. 

"On a memorandum, dated tho lO'M 
June, 1892, from tho Honorable tho Provin- 
cial Secretary, reporting tho receipt of an 
application daiod l-'ith December, 1889, 
from Capt. Arthur Edward McCallum on 
behalf of tho assigna of William Henry 
Morris, James Groy, George Wilkinson, 
Samuel Gray, Henry James Young and 
Joseph Lyons, original grantees of certain 
mining ground on McCulloch creek in tiio 
Big liend sub division of the West Koot- 
ouuy district ;

Now as to thia suit; of Cooley v, Fitz- 
btulibs, to which ho coinplaina of being 
joined, it is u jumpinf^ suit brought nomi- 
nally by strangers to dieposseea McCallum 
of tho intercata lor whiuh ho baa sti ui,'gled 
BO hard and paid so dearly. The property is 
in the pocaeaaitm of tho court under tho in- 
junctions and flood of litigatioa started by 



Mr. Johnson. So, Mr. John Gray, 
with Mr. Cooley an4 other etrangora, 
seeka to jump the property on the 
ground that it baa nob bean worked and 
represented, aa it oonid not be during the 
flood of litigation placed on ib by Johnson. 
The jumping proceedings take the form of 
an action against Mr. Fitzatubbs, to compel 
him as Gold Commiaaioner to give Mr. 
Gray, Cooley and others a lease over the 
same land leased to MoCallum and others. 
The suit ia referred by Fitzatubbs to the 
Attorney General's department. He haa 
no interest in ib ; neither has the govorn- 
monb. Tho parties interested are .McCal- 
lum, E. M. Johnaon, and tho parties to the 
Ophir lease. So, aa Attorney General, 
I inform the court of this fact, 
and they, in tho exerolco of their 
judgment, join McCnllum, E. M. Johnson, 
L. B. Humlln, A. C. JefTeries and £. C. 
Baker, as well as all otbera who have any 
interest in tho affair. It is believed by 
MoCallum (I do not say whether it is right 
or not), that Johnson ia at the bottom of 
this jumping suit againat himself and co- 
partners. As ho could not succeed in tho 
litigation to deolare tbe sale to be a 
mortgage ha takes this flank movement. 
At all events tbe court on the trial 
of this action will find out whether 
such bo tho oass or not, and thia 
ia the litigation Mr. Johnson wishei thia 
legislature to intervene in order to stop it. 
So, as I said last Thursday, this is a petition 
by a man who haa so far evaded the law, 
and who seeks to avoid further Inquiry by 
leglbimato tribunala into bia oharacter, 
firstly, into the account of what he has done 
with the moneya belonging to the Company, 
and aecondly, whether or not the proceed- 
ings to deprive these people of their 
property are not actively inati- 
gated by the petitioner himself. 
Should the legialature, in the dying days of 
the session, interfere as reqiieated, tbe only 
effect would be for tbe time being to para- 
lyze tho courta and to deny indefinitely to 
those going there for rodreaa what appears 
to them to be thoir right. I care little for 
the personal attack upon me ; the docu- 
menla I have produced show that I sought 
the moat trustworthy advice when my duty 
private client appe.ared to bo involved 
wilh iny duty to tho crown ; and I shall 
save it with the houae lo eay whether or 
not tho accueaticn againat mo haa any 
foundation in truth. Whatever tho ver- 
dict, it ahall bo without my vote, und now, 
Mr. Speaker, I place tho mutter in the 
h inda of tho legislature, thunking tho niom- 
hora for tho very careful and quiet way in 
whioh they have listened to my neoesaarily 
lengthy remarks. (Great applause. )

for a return containing tho documents men- 
tioned. It waa entirely unneoeeaary for the 
petitiocer to state all the niattero enuiiieratcui 
in tho pntition ; which, however, have litcn 
vury fully dealt with by the Attoinoy Ceti- 
oral in hia atatenient to tho hoaao to-day. 
He (Mr. Djvie) ahowod in that atatement 
that all the matters denk wil h in tho peti- 
tion have either been adjudicated upon by 
the courts or ore in proceun of atJjodicattion 
there, and he thought the houao is not tho 
proper place for deciding such questions. 
Holding that view ho moved in amendment 
to the motion to receive the petit'on : 

" That inasmuch as the petition of Ed- 
ward Mainwaring Johnaon rolatca txcluaive- 
ly to matters olready adjudicated upon or in 
the course of litigation, and the entertaining 
of nach petition by this bouse would tend to 
thwart a duo inquiry into matters in litig*- 
tion between certain parties and the peti- 
tioner by the duly constituted tribunalsof the 
country : Bo it, resolved, that such petition 
be rejected hy tho house." 

Mk Swoiii) explained that ainco tho pe- 
tition had paaaed tho Speiker'a ruling that 
it was one which might proprrly bo pre- 
sented to tho houao, ho had hud no hesita- 
tion in putting hia uatno upon it aa lequired, 
but ho did not by any means thua endorse 
tho allegations contained in it. He thought 
that the amendment goea too far, aa it 
would debar any member who might othor- 
wlae wish to to move for tho return uakod 
for. He would therefore vote against it. 

Mil Sk.mlin did not aasume to oay whether 
or not tho allegations in the petition are cor- 
rect, and ho did not suppoao that any mem- 
ber on the opposition side had anything to 
urge in contravention of tho documentary 
ovidenoo laid before the houao thii after- 
noon. He thought, however, that if there 
waa any dialruat throughout tho country as 
to the motives prompting tho Attorney- 
General, he had only himaelf to blame for it 
bicauao of his want of aotion in the Chilli- 
w*ak bkllot case. He thonghb bhab the al- 
legation that the government has in grant- 
ing the lease exceeded the powers assigned 
to it by the legislature, is a proper subject 
for inquiry by the house. 

Mb Kitohbm did not oare to put himself 
on record as opposing any inquiry asked 
from Che legislature and be tboughb the 
house abenld Investigate the matters com- 
plained of in the petition. He would like to 
know how it is that, sinoe the partnership 
was dissolved as from the 30th October, 1891, 
the petitioner was made a party to the suit 
in Juno, 1892 

Hon. Mil. Davie explained that the dia- 
iolution of partnerehip had not the effect of 
depriving any of the persons of their inter- 
oata. They remained oo-ownera, though 
their partnership waa diiaolvod. 

Mr. Williams opposed the amendment, 
though he considered it an unfortunate 
thing thab Mr. Johnson has petitioned the 
house to interfere with a case before the 
courts. If Mr. Johnaon has been improperly 
made a party to a auit, tho court will no 
doubt find to that effect, and visit the costi 
upon tho person responelble for tho act. Tho 
evidence presented to the house made no 
impression upon bim, because it appeared 
that tho judge and jury took a dilforent view 
from that taken by the Attorney- General, 
and while tho Chief Justice recommended 
an indictment for perjury against Mr. Gmy, 
ho declined to do so in tho case of Mr. John- 
aon. Ho thought tho Attorney General 
rather to blame for not having produced the 
evidence wbish he had at great public ex- 
pense procured from New Zealand. For 
tho reason given he would not support the 
motion to receive the .petition. I 

Dr. Walkem did not see what objection 
there could be to the amendment, nor why 
tho opposition should make this a party 
({uestion. 

M R Sword declared that he bad not con- 
Bulted the party before presenting the 

petition. 

Hon. Mi'. TtTRNHii said he wished to aak 
a i|ueBtioa willi reapect to tiic hon. member 
wlio had proHonted thia petition — whether 
iho houao ia to accept hia atatomenti that ho 
ia not ro.iponaihle for it ; that he had not en- 
doraed the propriety cf ita atalemeuta, but 
had preaented it only after it hail paaaed the 
Spoaker'o scrutiny. 

Hon. Col ]iAKi;K said ho would the other 
day have proaaed the point of order but for 
tho ru(|Uoat of tho Attorney-General for an 
opportunity to render tho very full and 
clear oxplunution heard by tho houao to-day. 
Ho conaidered, liowever, that tho petition 
being ogainnt tl-o aotion of the Attorney 
General as suoh, ia out of order, and ho cor- 
dially supportcti the amondment. 

The amendment by Mr, Helmokon being 
put was adopted on division without the 
names being called for. 

HILLS ADVANOlil). 

Tho house wont iato oommioteo of the 
whole, Mr. Eberta in the ohair, on the mes- 
sage of the Lieutenant-Governor transmit- 
ting the bill to amend the assessment act. 
Report adopted ; liill introduoed and read 
a Ursli limo. 

Tho report from committee on the com- 
panies act, 1890, amendment bill was 
adopted with an amendment, 

SU.VDAY ODSKRVANCE. 

The Si'iiAKER gave tho following ruling : 
"A motion for tho sooond reading of bill 
(No. G.'{) intituled " An act for tho better 
obaorvanco of Sunday," hao been objected 
to by tho hon. member for Caaaiar, who 
urges that tho bill ia ultra vireaof thia legia- 
lataro. Tho hon. member relies on aoction 
01, Bub-aeoHon (10), and aeotion 02, aub-soo- 
tion (10), BN.A. Act, and on Rule -13 of 
tho Rules and Orders of this houso, 

" I do not think that tho bill impinges on 
tho powers of tlio Dominion parliament, in 
so far aa thoao powers relate to tho ordinary 
buaineas of navigation and shipping, and 
to tho ordinary tralTio of railwaye, tele- 
graphs, oanals, otc. ; nor does it appear to 
be intended to intetfere with trade and 
oommeroe, ai It la provided that only the ' 



carriage of excursionists shall bo prohibited 
on tho Lord's day. Ordinary trafllo is ex- 
preaaly allowed ; and as for aoction 2 of the 
bill, which prohibits Sunday trading, ' ex- 
cept the selling of drugs aud medicines and 
other works of necessity and charity,' it 
does not appear to be an alteration of tho 
laws of trade. 

" In this oonneotion attention is drawn to 
tho fact thab similar laws havo boon enacted 
by tho legiulatures of other provinooE and 
have been allowed by the Dominion govern- 
menb. The powers of provincial legisla- 
tures are already too limited, and it is not 
desirable that a ruling should emanate from 
this house that would further curtail privi- 
leges to legislate which have been claimed 
by and conceded 'to the other provinces. 
Chap. 108, Consolidated Statutes, Britiah 
Columbia, ' An act respecting the observ- 
ance of. Sunday,' is further evidence that 
this province has snocetsfully maintained, 
cinoo Confederation, the right wbioh lb 
potscaaed boi'-^rc- Confederation to enact a 
Sunday law." 

BILLS INTRODnOBD. 

The following bills were introduoed by 
Hon, Col. Baker and read a first time : 
To amend the licenses act. 
To amend the plaoer mining aob, 18!)1, 
To amend the mineral act, 1801. 

SKCONI) UEADINCiS. 

Hon. Mh. Davie moved tlio eccjml read- 
ing of the provincial homo bill, the object of 
which, ho said, ia to define the term of real- 
donee in tho province neooaattry to eatubliah 
a right to enter bhe homo. That iualitution 
wua intended for those who havo been pio- 
nt'tra of the proviiiCO, who it was felt 
shmikl h:ivo ii vcstod right in their old ago 
to bo taken caro of iheru ; and not for late 
comers who if admitted will nol bo aa a 
vested right but as a favor. Read a second 
time. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the seoond read- 
ing of tho land registry bill, the object of 
which is to secure probate in this country of 
willa made abroad under wbioh land titles 
may now be registered. Bead a second tiino. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved the seoond read- 
ing of the fire insurance policy act amend- 
mant bill, the object of which is to make the 
re(|uirements of this provittoe uniform with 
thouo of other provinces respecting the 
terms of tho policies. Road a second time. 

In answer to Mr. Kitchen, Hon. Mr. 
Davie said there would probably bo a night 
sitting on Friday. 

Tho bouse adjourned at ,5:45 p.m.

Poultry, Dog uud Pet stock Aaaociatlon 
opens to-day in the market hall, and thanka 
to the enorgotic efTorta of the ofiioers of tho 
society it promiaes to aurpaaa in interest 
any exhibition of the kind hitherto held in 
tho province. Every precaution has boon 
taken in the interest of dogs and ownera, 
and the nicely arranged kennels with tho 
straw beds and aawduab liitora aoouro to 
their oooupanls comfort and cleanlineea com- 
bined. A wind aail has also boon placed 
around the galleries so that no draught will 
inoominode tho canine pets during tho three 
daya' show. 

Already 1G5 ontrioa havo been received, 
and as tho managers have very wisely re- 
fused to accept tho ontrioa of any cross-bred 
dogg, the exhibits will surpass, both in num- 
ber and quality, those of any previous sea- 
son. Tho Koglisb setter class ia oapoolally 
atrong, and competition in it will be very 
keen. Thia will also ba tho caao in Irish 
eottera and cocker epaniela, as both clatses 
have filled well, and tho fox terriers, 
though not as strong numerically aa tholr 
bigger brothers, will show some of the bosb 
strains of breeding bo be found in tbe sbud 
book. 

It ia expected that ownera of dogs will be 
preaonb personally to lead their dogs into 
tho ring when tbe judging oommenoes at 9 
a.m. sharp in order to avoid any poasible 
confusion, and no dog Will be allowed in the 
ahow unless he has a good stout collar and a 
Btoel chain. This rule will be strictly en- 
forced, and a rope or strap attached to the 
collar will result in the dog's entry being 
rofueed. 

Tho poultry and pot department has re- 
ceived quite aa many entries aa last year, 
whilat the quality of tho exhibits leaves 
nothing to be desired. Tho arrangements 
in thia department aro a vaat Improvement 
on thoao of laat year, rnoro room having 
been aecured for tho pons, and all objection- 
able crowding diaponaed with. The judg- 
ing of the poultry will not commence until 
early thia afternoon, aa all tbe entries can- 
not arrive and be placed in position until 
then.

In 
two comfortably provided rooms in the rear 
of tho army's barracks, corner of Broad and 
Pandora streets, are located tho prcscntreltef 
quarters.

To supply all thia 
for five cents is actually below coat ; but 
tho city in meeting all defioenclea 
are at a comparatively amall outlay. 
" You have no idea," said Adjatanb 
Archibald of the local Army oorpa last 
evening, " the number of poor in tbis city 
who daily seek help from the civic anthori- 
tics. We thongbt lomething moat be done 
to alloviate the diatresa and we think it ia 
our duty aa Cbriatiana to do so. Our food 
and shelter scheme when started will be 
about Bclf-Bupporline — that is, it will pup- 
ply work for food, it will supply shelter for 
many and it will not make beggars of those 
aefking its benefits. A laundry, a wood yard 
and their accompanying employment will bo 
furnished ; besides thia tho oliicora operat- 
ing it will bo obliged to find work anywhere 
in tlio province for thoao deserving it. 
Thia will bo accomplished through the co- 
operation of our soldiers abroad. Our 



aohome ia in nowise calcuUtod to injure tho 
restaurant men, but it will rid tha public of 
a nuisance made an ImpoBition by eomo 
worthleas obaraoters. Tho eating rooma wo 
have established are only intended to run 
until tho now council gives ui tbe neceasary 
supplies for furthering tho project. They 
will bo open from 9 a.m. to 11 a.m. and from 
.3 p.m. to 5 p.m." In aid of tho causo a 
barquet will be given In tha army barracks 
on Tnnraday.
